President  Braden  advised  that  the  bids  received  and  opened  on  July  2,    1968, 
for  tennis  courts  were  too  high  and  that  a  contract  was  not  awarded. 

President  Braden  also  reported  that  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  has  agreed 
on  a  bidding  date  for  the  General  Services  Building  and  that  the  bids  would  be 
opened  on  August  15,    1968,    at  2:00  p.m.    at  the  Illinois   Building  Authority, 


Mr.    Cornwell  moved  approval  of  the  President's  Report  submitted  by- 
President  Braden.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was 
called  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.    Brookens  asked  that  both  universities  look  into  and  review  the  whole 
problem  of  bidding  specifications  and  procedures  to  assure  that  specifica- 
tions would  be  so  drawn  as  to  attract  as  many  bidders  as  possible. 

Dr.    Brookens  welcomed  to  the  meeting  members  of  the  Lincoln  Land  Junior 
College  Board  and  introduced  Mr.    Charles  Long  of  Waggoner,    Illinois,    who 
in  turn  introduced  Dr.    Robert  Poorman,    Dr.    Kenneth  J.    Malmberg, 
Mr.    Richard  P.    Stone,    Mr.    Eldon  H.    Greenwood  and  Mr.    Justin  Taft,    all 
of  whom  were  warmly  received  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  asked  the  Board  of  Regents  to  approve  in  principle  Northern 
Illinois  University's  request  to  participate  in  a  Graduate  Study  Center  in  the 
Quad-Cities  area.      The  other  institutions  involved  in  this  Center  are  the 
University  of  Illinois,    Southern  Illinois  University,    Western  Illinois  University, 
University  of  Iowa,    Iowa  State  University,    University  of  Northern  Iowa, 
Augustana  College  and  Marycrest  College. 

The  next  item  submitted  for  Board  approval  was  the  university  calendar  for 
1969-70  as  contained  in  the  President's  Report. 

President  Smith  asked  that  the  name  of  McKinley  Davis  be  deleted  from  the 
personnel  transactions  recorded  in  the  Faculty  Appendix.      Mr.    Davis  has  not 
yet  made  a  decision  to  join  the  staff  of  NIU. 

Dr.    Richard  J.    Smith  was  then  introduced  by  President  Smith  as  the  successor 
to   Vice   President  Z.    Harold  Dorland.      Dr.    Smith  was  formerly  on  the   staff  at 
ISU.      Mr.    Dorland,    the  President  announced,    was  attending  his  last  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  before  retirement. 

Other  items  in  the  President's  Report  presented  for  approval  by  the  Board  were:

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  approval  of  the  President's  Report  as  revised  and  sub- 
mitted by  President  Smith.     Motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Puffer,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board  read  a  prepared  pr  ess  release  relative  to  the 
Barton- Aschman  report  to  the  Board  of  Regents  in  connection  with  the  selec- 
tion of  a  site  for  the  senior  university  at  Springfield,    and  asked  that  the  state- 
ment be  made  a  part  of  the  official  minutes  of  this  meeting.     Mr.    Loren  Smith 
moved  the  statement  be  approved.     Dr.    Millar  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

The  statement  appears  below: 

"The  Board  of  Regents  Sunday  announced  its  decision  to  locate  the 
new  Springfield  university  campus  on  a  site  just  southeast  of  the 
city.     A  total  of  six  possible  sites  were  studied  by  the  Board  before 
reaching  its  final  decision.     The  consulting  firm  of  Barton- Aschman 
Associates  presented  its  detailed  report  on  site  location  at  an 
executive  session  of  the  Regents  before  the  choice  was  made.     The 
Lincoln  Land  Junior  College  Board  was  in  attendance  at  this  meet- 
ing and  indicated  its  intention  to  locate  in  the  area. 

"The  site  selection  criteria  followed  by  the  Board  in  making  its 
decision  included  locations  with  respect  to  the  major  population 
centers,    accessibility  to  and  from  thoroughfares,    potential  room 
for  expansion,    esthetic  considerations  and  costs.     Soil  engineers, 
city  planners  and  sanitation  and  utility  experts  were  also  consulted 
as  possible  locations  which  circled  the  city  were  studied. 

"The  site  selection  committee  consisted  of  Dr.    Norris  L  Brookens, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    Loren  Smith  of  Rockford  and 
M.    H.    Hollingsworth  of  Joliet.     The  committee  has  been  extensively 
studying  the  problem  since  early  in  May. 

"Present  plans  call  for  opening  the  new  senior  institution  on  an 
interim  basis  with  a  limited  program  during  the  fall  of  1970.     About 
500  students  are  being  initially  planned  for  and  classes  will  be  held 
in  either  rented  or  temporary  facilities  for  the  first  years.     Over 
2000  students  are  expected  to  be  in  attendance  by  1972.  " 


Representatives  of  Leo  A.    Daly  firm  of  St.    Louis,    Missouri,   were  introduced. 
This  firm  has  been  preparing  for  presentation  to  the  Board  an  interim  report 
on  long  range  planning  and  campus  development  at  Illinois  State  University. 
The  presentation  was  made  by  Messrs.    Robert  Boland,    George  Rachford  and 
William  Coibion.     Mr.    Rachford  made  a  short  presentation  of  the  program 
phase  of  the  study  which  was  directed  essentially  toward  an  understanding  of 
the  philosophy  of  the  university,   its  goals,    teaching  requirements  and  depart- 
ment and  special  requirements.     Mr.    Boland  then  made  a  visual  slide  presen- 
tation of  a  long  range  campus  plan.     The  firm  will  present  to  the  Board  further 
reports  as  they  are  ready. 

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  the  Executive  Secretary's  Report  No.    3  to  the  Board. 
At  his  request,    President  Braden  introduced  Dean  Helgeson  of  the  Graduate 
School  at  Illinois  State  University  who  explained  and  presented  for  approval 
two  requested  Ph.  D.    Programs,    one  in  Geography  and  one  in  History. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  Ph.  D.    Programs  in  Geography  and  in  History  be 
approved  by  the  Board  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  the 
Commission  of  Scholars.     Dr.    Puffer  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried. 

Dr.    Matsler  then  presented  to  the  Board  for  approval  the  revised  calendar 
of  meetings  for  the  fiscal  year.     Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  for  adoption  of  the 
calendar,   the  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried.

Dr.  Matsler  asked  that  any  discussion  or  action  on  the  name  for  the  Spring- 
field campus  be  deferred  until  September.  The  item  was  removed  from  the 
agenda. 


Paul  E.    Mathias,    legal  counsel,    explained  to  the  Board  the  proposed  founda- 
tion for  the  Springfield  senior  college,    and  this  matter  was  discussed  by 
Board  members.     It  was  decided  to  have  a  board  of  directors  consisting  of 
8  persons  --3  from  the  Board  of  Regents  membership  to  be  designated  by 
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the  Chairman;  2  from  the  staff  of  the  Board;  and  3  members  from  the 
Springfield  area  community,   with  the  under  standing  that  when  the  univer- 
sity is  organized  and  underway,   the  membership  of  the  board  of  directors 
may  be  changed.     Dr.    Julian  moved  that  this  plan  be  approved.     Dr.    Millar 
seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  for  approval  of  the  Internal  Budgets  submitted  by 
Illinois  State  University  and  Northern  Illinois  University.     Dr.    Millar 
seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  Senate  Bill  2019,    which  had  been  reported  favor- 
ably by  the  Senate  Committee  on  Education  of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly. 

Mr.    Mathias  also  reported  that  because  release  of  funds  for  the  purchase  of 
5  tracts  of  land  at  Illinois  State  University  had  not  been  obtained  from  the 
Governor's  office,    it  would  be  desirable  to  have  the  Illinois  State  University 
Foundation  purchase  this  land  as  agent  for  the  Board  of  Regents  and  pre- 
sented for  approval  a  Resolution  authorizing  such  an  agreement  and  making 
arrangements  for  reimbursement  to  the  Foundation  as  funds  become  avail- 
able.    Dr.    Puffer  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.     Dr.    Millar 
seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried.

WHEREAS,    Illinois  State  University  Foundation,    incorporated  under 
the  "General  Not-for- Profit  Corporation  Act"  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for 
educational  and  charitable  purposes,    was  among  other  objects  organized 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  developing  and  increasing  the  facilities  of 
Illinois  State  University  and  acting  as  the  business  agent  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  in  performing  such  services  as  said  Board  desires  and  specifies 
and  to  undertake  such  enterprises  as  shall  tend  to  promote  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  Illinois  State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    said  foundation  has  arranged  to  borrow  funds  and  to 
provide  from  its  own  funds  the  money  to  pay  for  said  real  estate  upon  behalf 
of  said  Board  of  Regents  for  Illinois  State  University  so  that  title  thereto 
can  be  conveyed  to  said  foundation,  and    said  Board  will  thereafter  reimburse 
the  foundation  for  the  amount  expended  in  the  purchase  of  said  property 
together  with  interest  on  money  borrowed  for  said  purpose  and  other  neces- 
sary expenses  incidental  thereto;  now,    therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  it  is  necessary  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board 
of  Regents  for  said  foundation  to  act  as  agent  for  this  Board  in  the  acquisi- 
tion of  said  real  estate  and  that  this  Board  enter  into  an  agreement  with  said 
foundation  under  which  the  foundation  will  agree  to  borrow  and  provide  the 
necessary  funds  to  pay  for  said  real  estate  and  this  Board  will  agree  to 
reimburse  said  foundation  for  the  amount  expended   in  the  purchase  of  said 
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real  estate  together  with  interest  on  the  money  borrowed  for  said  purpose 
and  other  necessary  expenses  incidental  thereto,    as  funds  appropriated  to 
this  Board  by  the  75th  General  Assembly  or  from  other  sources  become 
available,    and  that  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  on  behalf  of  this   Board  to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  and  to  do 
all  things  necessary,    proper  and  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this 
Board  as  expressed  in  this  Resolution  and  the  preamble  hereto. 


Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  a  Resolution  to  the  Board,    authorizing  an  agree- 
ment with  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  and  assigning  to  the 
Foundation  the  Board's  right  and  contract  to  purchase  two  parcels  of  real 
estate.      The  Board  had  previously  adopted  a  resolution  authorizing  acquisi- 
tion of  these  two  parcels,    but  State  funds  have  not  been  released  for  the 
purchase.     Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  for  adoption  of  the  Resolution.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Brookens,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried.

specifies  and  to  undertake  such  enterprises  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board 
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shall  tend  to  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  said  Northern  Illinois 
University;  and 

WHEREAS,    this  FOUNDATION  has  arranged  for  credit  with  a 
national  bank  to  borrow  a  substantial  sum  of  money  to   pay  for  real  estate, 
is  empowered  to  acquire,   hold  and  convey  real  property,    and  may  mortgage 
such  real  property;  and 

WHEREAS,   when  said  FOUNDATION  has  so  acquired  real  property, 
said  BOARD  OF  REGENTS  may  enter  upon  a  lease  arrangement  with 
FOUNDATION  for  the  use  of  such  property; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  THAT 

I.  The  said  BOARD  OF  REGENTS  be  empowered  to  enter  into  a  lease 
arrangement  with  FOUNDATION  to  provide  a  residence  for  present

Dr.    Julian  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried.

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  charged 
by  law  to  operate,    manage,    control  and  maintain  Illinois  State  University 
at  Normal,    Illinois  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  and  convenient  for  the    proper  administra- 
tion and  management  of  Illinois  State  University  that  a  new  residence  be  con- 
structed in  which  the  presidents  of  said  University,    from  time  to  time  employed

Plaza  at  Northern  Illinois  University  by  William  F.    Franzen  and  Associates, 
not  to  exceed  $7,  000,    be  paid  from  Surplus  Revenues  in  "The  Teachers 
College   Board  Revenue  Fund  Account  of  1957  for  Northern  Illinois  University" 
as  an  advance  to  be  repaid  from  the  proceeds  of  revenue  bonds  when  and  if 
issued  for  the    purpose  of  purchasing  University  Plaza;  that  a  copy  of  this 
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Resolution  will  be  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  and 
that  this  Resolution  will  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage.      Dr.    Julian  moved  that  this  Resolution  be  adopted.      Mr.    Smith 
seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried.

Franzen  and  Associates,   not  to  exceed  $7,  000,    be  paid 
from  Surplus  Revenues  in  "The  Teachers  College  Board 
Revenue  Fund  Account  of  1957  for  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sith"  as  an  advance  to  be  repaid  from  the  proceeds  of 
revenue  bonds  when  and  if  issued  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing University  Plaza.

CAPITAL  BUDGETS  -  1969-1971 

The  capital  budget  requests  for  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern 
Illinois  University  were  submitted  for  approval,   with  certain  adjustments 
agreed  upon  by  staff  and  the  Presidents. 

Illinois  State  University 

President  Braden  pointed  out  that  the  buildings  on  the  list  for  ISU  during 
the  coming  biennium  included  Physical  Plant,    Library,    Science,    Business, 
Music  Auditorium  and  Women's  Physical  Education,    and  stated  that  each 
was  on  the  list  because  of  need  expressed  by  the  people  in  the  areas  involved. 
He  further   stated  that  each  of  the  proposed  buildings  had  had  either  consider- 
able planning  or  a  historical  tradition  of  having  been  on  the  list  before. 

Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  inasmuch  as  planning  had  been  undertaken  for  the 
first  four  projects,    there  would  be  no  problem  in  readying  them  for  con- 
struction during  the  coming  biennium.      However,    programs  for  the  Music 
Auditorium  and  the  Women's  Physical  Education  projects  were  probably  not 
sufficiently  developed  for  inclusion  in  the  coming  biennium. 

The  Chairman  asked  whether  the  last  two  would  be  moved  to  the  next  biennium, 
and  Dr.    Matsler  responded  that  it  was  his  recommendation  that  priorities  5 
and  6  be  deleted  with  the  idea  that  perhaps  they  will  come  up  in  the  next 
biennium,    and  that  the  budget  totals   show  this  deletion  when  they  are  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.      The  total  figure  for  capital  outlay 
requests  for  Illinois  State  University  should  be  adjusted  to  $37,  140,  173  . 

Northern  Illinois  University 

The  following  changes  were  recommended  in  the  capital  budget  request 
document: 

On  page  50,    two  projects,    B-l  and  B-2-a,    in  the  amounts  of  $21,  000  and 
$80,  000  respectively,    be  changed  from  General  Revenue  to  Revenue  Bond. 

On  page  62,    Estimate  for  Planning,    total  was  changed  from  $1,  300,  000  to 
$805,  250. 

An  amount  of  $567,  796  was  added  for  land  acquisition  for  a  total  in  that 
category  of  $6,  894,  958. 

The  adjusted  capital  outlay  total  was  $61,  271,  897. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  capital  outlay  budget  requests  for  Illinois  State 

University  and  Northern  Illinois  University  be  approved  as  modified. 

Dr.    Puffer  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 
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Dr.    Julian  moved  that  the  capital  outlay  budget  request  for  the  Springfield 

senior  university  campus  be  approved  in  the  amount  of  $12,  350,  000. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried.

Dr.    Millar  moved  the  following  Resolution  be  adopted 

WHEREAS,    the  75th  General  Assembly  in  "An  Act  making  appropriations 
for  planning  and  for  acquiring  sites  for  new  state   supported  senior  institutions 
of  higher  education  and  for  the  conduct  of  a  study  concerning  aid  to  non-public 
institutions  of  higher  education",    approved  July  14,    1967,    appropriated  funds 
for  campus  planning,    for  acquisition  of  a  site  and  for  preparation  of  plans  and 
drawings  for  buildings  of  a  new  state   supported  senior  institution  of  higher 
education  in  the  Springfield  area;  and 

WHEREAS,   upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
upon  the  advice  of  the  legislative  committee  provided  for  in  said  Act  the 
Governor  allocated  the  sum  of  $75  0,  000  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  Spring- 
field institution:   and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  surveyed,    studied  and  considered 
the  most  desirable  site  in  the  Springfield  area  for  said  institution  and  has 
determined  upon  the  site;  now,    therefore,    be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that  the  area  herein  described, 
namely,    the  South  one-half  of  Section  238  that  part  of  the  South  one-half  of 
Section  24  lying  West  of  West  Lake  Shore  Drive,    all  of  Section  26  and  that 
part  of  Section  25  lying  West  of  West  Lake  Shore  Drive,    all  in  Township  15 
North,    Range  5  West  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian  in  Sangamon  County, 
Illinois,    be  and  the   same  is  hereby  determined  upon  as  the  site  for  the  new 
state  supported  senior  institution  of  higher  education  in  the  Springfield  area- 
and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  acquisition  of  the  real  estate  herein- 
above described  is  necessary  for  campus  development,    building  sites,    and 
educational  purposes  of  the  new  state  supported  senior  institution  of  higher 
education  at  Springfield:  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  are  authorized 
and  directed  to  negotiate  with  the  owners  of  said  real  estate  for  the  purchase 
thereof,    and  that  unless  the  same  can  be  acquired  at  the  fair  cash  market 
value  the  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  directs  the  filing  of  complaints  under 
the  Eminent  Domain  Act  of  the  State  of  Illinois  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring 
title  thereto  for  said  institution. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 

Dr.    Brookens  announced  that  the  hearings  on  statutes  will  be  held  at  Northern 
Illinois  University  on  September  27,    possibly  extending  into  the  day  of  the  28th; 
and  at  Illinois  State  University  on  October  4,    possibly  extended  into  the  day  of 
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the  5th,    and  requested  that  this  information  be  put  into  calendars  and  campus 
publications  and  communications. 

The  Chairman  then  recognized  the  many  years  of  faithful  service  of  Vice 
President   Z.    Harold  Dorland  of  Northern  Illinois  University,    and  expressed 
the  appreciation  of  the   Board  for  the  selfless  devotion  of  Mr.    Dorland  to 
the  interests  of  education,    the  last  14  years  of  which  have  been  spent  at  NIU. 
Mr.    Dorland  responded  briefly. 

There  being  nothing  further  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time,    Dr. 
Brookens  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled 
meeting  at  Springfield,    Illinois,    on  September  8,    1968.

Dr.    Norris  L  Brookens,    Chairman 
of  the  Board,    presided.

the  figure  requested  for  land  acquisition  was  corrected  to  $567,  796;  and  the 
total  figure  for  that  category  was  corrected  to  $6,  894,  958.

There  being  no  further  corrections,    the  minutes  of  July  7,    1968,   were  ap- 
proved as  corrected. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


The  Chairman  commented  on  the  increasing  interest  in  international  education 
at  both  of  the  Regency  Universities,    and  in  this  connection  recognized  Dr.    Eric 
Johnson  who  had  been  in  Kenya  helping  in  the  selection  of  two  administrative 
interns  who  will  spend  a  year  at  Illinois  State  University.     Dr.    Johnson  intro- 
duced Mr.    David  Mbiti  of  Machakos  Teachers  College,    and  Mr.    James  Wainaina 
of  Thogoto  Teachers  College. 

Dr.    Brookens  then  announced  that  the  Educational  Subcommittee  of  the  Legis- 
lative Commission  to  Visit  and  Examine  State  Institutions  were  in  attendance 
and  introduced  Senator  John  Gilbert  of  Carbondale,    Chairman  of  the  Subcom- 
mittee.    Senator  Gilbert  introduced  the  members  of  the  committee-     Represent- 
atives Mary  Meany  and  Miles  Mills,    and  Senators  Richard  Larson  and  Zygmunt 
Sokolnicki.     Senator  Gilbert  stated  that  the  purpose  of  the  committee's  visit 
was  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  problems  of  the  Board  so  that  they  might 
better  relate  them  to  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

The  next  item  reported  by  the  Chairman  was  action  by  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.     He  announced  approval  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  two 
construction  proposals  for  Northern  Illinois  University  --  the  dormitory 
structure  at  Lorado  Taft  Field  Campus  and  the  Central  Stores  structure. 

Dr.    Brookens  reminded  the  meeting  of  the  hearings  on  governing  policy  which 
are  scheduled  at  DeKalb  on  September  27  and  28,    and  at  Normal  on  October  4 
and  5.      The  hearings  will  begin  at  7-30  p.m.    on  each  Friday  evening,    continuing 
the  next  day  if  necessary. 

The  Chairman  then  departed  from  the  agenda  to  allow  the  Executive  Secretary  to 
present  items  with  relation     to  the  new  Springfield  university  campus. 

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  (Sections  IV  and  VIII) 

Dr.    Matsler  read  a  brief  status  report  on  the  progress  being  made  in  getting 
the  new  university  campus  at  Springfield  underway.      The  statement  pointed  up 
the  fact  that  the  cost  of  the  land  necessary  for  the  new  institution  would  exceed 
the  amount  which  had  been  appropriated  by  the   General  Assembly,    but  that  the 
Springfield  community  had  indicated  that  financial  support  would  be  forthcoming 
to  match  State  funds  to  acquire  the  necessary  site.     Dr.    Matsler  then  called 
upon  Mr.    Walter  R.    Lohman,    President  of  the  Springfield  Association  of  Com- 
merce and  Industry.     Mr.    Lohman  stated  that  he  fully  concurred  in  remarks 
made  by   Dr.    Matsler  and  that  the  Springfield  community  would  begin  immedi- 
ately with  a  drive  to  obtain  funds  for  the  purchase  of  the  site. 

Dr.    Brookens  announced  that  plans  were  underway  to  institute  a  Foundation 
which  will  have  a  relationship  to  the  Springfield  campus  similar  to  the  founda- 
tions which  are  already  in  existence  at  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern 
Illinois  University,    the  initial  meeting  of  the  Foundation  to  be  held  on  September  9. 

Dr.    Matsler  then  called  attention  to  the  letter  he  had  received  from  Barton- 
Aschman  Associates,   Inc.  ,    and  suggested  that  the  Board  authorize  a  study  to 
be  made  by  Barton-Aschman  covering  four  different  aspects  of  the  site 
environmental  land-use  and  zoning  analysis;   soil  properties  analysis;  and 
topographic  map.     Mr.    Walter  Monasch  of  the  firm  then  explained  to  the  Board 
the  study  his  firm  would  undertake  if  authorization  were  given  by  the  Board. 
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Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  he  had  also  received  a  letter  from  Barton-Aschman 
Associates,   Inc.    stating  that  if  the  Lincoln  Land  Junior  College  wishsed  to 
participate  in  the  study  by  Barton-Aschman,    their  portion  of  the  total  cost 
would  be  between  $4000  and  $5000,   with  the  portion  to  be  assumed  by  the  Board 
of  Regents  to  be  about  $12,  000. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be  authorized  to  con- 
tract with  Barton-Aschman  Associates,    Inc.    to  undertake  the  study.     Mr.    Loren 
Smith  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

The  next  item  considered  by  the  Board  was  a  name  for  the  new  Springfield 
institution,    and  a  list  of  suggested  names  was  discussed  at  length.     A  written 
ballot  was  taken,    and  the  name  Sangamon  State  University  was  unanimously 
agreed  upon.     Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  name  of  the  new  Springfield 
senior  university  be  Sangamon  State  University.     Mrs.    Masters  seconded  the 
motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

OPERATING  BUDGETS     (Partial  Sections  for  the  76th  Biennium) 

The  Board  then  considered  those  sections  of  the  operating  budget  requests 
pertaining  to  new  and  improved  programs  and  operating  costs  of  new  buildings 
for  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern  Illinois  University.     There  was 
lengthy  discussion  and  questioning  of  the  Presidents  and  staff.      Mr.    Cornwell 
moved  that  the  operating  budgets  of  both  universities  be  approved  for  submis- 
sion to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    subject  to  adjustments  in  those  sections 
having  to  do  with  computer  programs.     Mr.    Hollingsworth  seconded  the  motion, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT     (Remaining  Sections) 

Dr.    Matsler  then  continued  with  his  Executive  Secretary's  Report  No.    4. 
Hereported  on  the  committee  which  had  met  to  consider  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education's  tuition  proposal,    and  a  resolution  was  presented  for  consideration 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  as  a  means  of  conveying  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion the  general  reaction  of  the  Regency  Universities  on  the   matter  of  tuition. 
Dr.    Lund  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  was  declared  adopted.      The 
resolution  appears  below; 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  reviewed  the  document  entitled 
"Staff  Recommendations  on  Tuition  and  Grants  for  Students  at  Public  Senior 
Colleges  and  Universities"  prepared  by  the  staff  of  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education:  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  is  well  aware  of  the  increasing 
difficulties  in  financing  higher  education  in  Illinois  as  well  as  other  states 
in  the  nation;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  convey  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  its  general  support  for  the  recommendations  in  the  staff  document 
named  above,    with  the  one  suggested  revision  that  out-of-state  tuition  for 
both  graduate  and  undergraduate  full  time  students  at  the  Regency  Universities 
be  increased  to  $61  6  per  year  in  September  1969-  and  be  it  further 
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RESOLVED  that  beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1969  tuition  will  be  raised 
to  $195  per  academic  year  at  Illinois  State  University  and  at  Northern 
Illinois  University:   and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED   that  it  be  declared  as  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
unless  circumstances  now  unforeseen  make  it  necessary  or  desirable  to  do 
otherwise,    to  increase  the  tuition  at  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern 
Illinois  University  from  the  amounts  indicated  above  by  $75  per  year  for 
students  who  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  each  succeeding  year 
beginning  in  September  1971,    until  an  amount  equal  to  20  per  cent  of  computed 
total  instructional  costs  is  reached;  and  to  increase  by  $100  a  year  starting  in 
September  1970  the  amount  paid  by  students  who  are  nonresidents  of  the 
State  of  Illinois  until  an  amount  equal  to  the  computed  total  instructional  cost 
is  reached;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  emphasize  its  desire  to  offset 
these  raises  in  tuition  and  fees  with  sufficient  scholarship  funds  to  assure  that 
all  students  in  Illinois  who  can  benefit  from  attending  college  will  be  able  to  do 
so  regardless  of  their  economic  status. 

Report  of  the  Legal  Counsel 

A  motion  was  made  by  Dr.    Lund  that  the  Board  of  Regents  provide  legal 
counsel  for  Mr.    Roland  Schreiber  who  had  been  named  as  an  individual 
defendant  in  a  suit  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cook  County  by  Keith  Tattersall 
and  Eleanor  Tattersall  vs.    Archer  Iron  Works.  ,    et  al.      Mr.    Smith  seconded 
the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.    Mathias  advised  that  legislation  had  been  enacted  authorizing  the  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation  to  accept  in  trust  the  David  Davis  Mansion  property  in 
Bloomington.      The  Department  has  indicated  a  willingness  to  accept  transfer 
of  this  property  and  to  administer  same.      Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  a 
resolution  be  adopted  authorizing  the   Board  of  Regents  to  transfer  this  property 
to  the  Department  of  Conservation.     Mr.    Lund  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.      The  resolution  appears  below  : 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  as  successor  trustee  to  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  State   Colleges  and  Universities  holds  title  as  Trustee  to  the 
following  described  real  estate,    to  wit

WHEREAS,    the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  State  of  Illinois 
is  empowered  by  statute  to  accept,    maintain  and  administer,    as  Trustee, 
property  given  in  Trust  for  educational,    recreational,    or  historic  purposes, 
said  power  having  been  expressly  conferred  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
approved  August  17,    1968,    and  having  been  declared  by  the  General  Assembly 
effective  immediately,    all  as  set  forth  in  Section  63  a  13-1  of  the  "Civil 
Administrative  Code  of  Illinois1';  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  public  and  of  all  concerned 
that  the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the    State  of  Illinois  be  appointed  as 
successor  trustee  and  said  real  estate  conveyed  to  such  Department  in  order 
to  provide  for  the  efficient  management  of  such  property  and  to  relieve  this 
Board  of  further  responsibility  therefor,   now,    therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  appoint  and  the  Board 
hereby  appoints  the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  as 
successor  trustee  of  said  real  estate,    such  successor  trustee  to  have  all  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  original  trustee;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be  and 
they  hereby  are  authorized  and  directed  on  behalf  of  this  Board  to  convey  said 
real  estate  to  the  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  as  such 
successor  trustee  and  to  execute  such  instruments  and  to  do  such  things  as 
may  be  necessary,    proper  or  expedient  to  convey  said  real  estate  to  such  suc- 
cessor trustee  and  to  make  such  conveyance  fully  effective;  and 

STILL  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
are  hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to  make  any  and  all  additional 
agreements  or  transfers  of  property  which  they  in  their  discretion  may  deem 
necessary  to  enable  the  successor  Trustee  to  fully  and  effectively  carry  out 
the  Trust  purposes  for  the  benefit  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
including,    but  not  limited  to,   transfers  of  personal  property,    and  to  do  and 
perform  any  and  all  other  acts  necessary  to  fully  and  completely  effect  the 
transfer  of  Trust  duties. 
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Mr.    Mathias  then  advised  that  inasmuch  as  the  Board  had  previously  auth- 
orized the  acquisition  of  certain  parcels  of  real  estate  as  a  portion  of  the 
site  for  the  General  Classroom  Building  at  Northern  Illinois  University, 
and  as  funds  for  these  purchases  may  not  have  been  released,   it  would  be 
advisable  for  the  Board  to  assign  and  transfer  the  right  to  purchase  said 
parcels  to  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  and  to  provide  for  the 
purchase  of  these  parcels  of  real  estate  from  the  Foundation  when  funds  are 
available. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  following  Resolution  relating  to  acquisition  of  the 
Huey  property  be  adopted: 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  is  charged  by  law  with  the  manage- 
ment,   operation,    control  and  maintenance  of  Northern  Illinois  University 
and  has  heretofore  authorized  the  acquisition  of  the  following  described  par- 
cel of  real  estate,   the  same  being  a  portion  of  the  site  for  the  proposed 
General  Classroom  Building  for  said  University,    to  wit: 

The  North  half  of  the  East  half  of  Lot  two  (2)  in  Block  three   (3) 
in  Normal  Park  Addition  to  the  City  of  DeKalb,    in  DeKalb 
County,    Illinois;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  owners  of  said  parcel  of  real  estate  have  offered  to 
sell  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  sum  of  $2  9,  600,   payment 
therefor  to  be  made  no  later  than  September  25,    1968,    and  funds  to  complete

WHEREAS,    said  Board  must  provide  for  payment  for  said  property 
but  cannot  make  a  final  determination  as  to  the  source  of  funds  which 
are  to  be  used  for  such  payment  until  after  the  1969  session  of  the  Illinois 
General  Assembly  has  terminated;  and 

WHEREAS,    Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation,    incorporated 
under  the  "General  Not  For  Profit  Corporation  Act"  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
for  educational  and  charitable  purposes,    was,    among  other  objects,    organ- 
ized for  the  purpose  of  acting  as  the  business  agent  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
in  performing  such  services  as  said  Board  desires  and  specifies  and  to 
undertake  such  enterprises  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  Board  shall  tend  to 
promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  said  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    said  Foundation  has  arranged  for  credit  at  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Chicago,    Illinois,   to  borrow  certain  sums  to  provide  the 
money  to  pay  for  said  real  estate  upon  behalf  of  said  Board  so  that  title 
thereto  can  be  conveyed  to  said  Foundation  and  said  Board  will  thereafter 
provide  the  money  to  satisfy  said  indebtedness  and  all  interest  to  be  paid 
thereon  from  a  source  to  be  designated  after  termination  of  said  1969  session 
of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  it  is  necessary  in  the  judg- 
ment of  this  Board  for  said  Foundation  to  act  as  agent  for  this  Board  in  the 
acquisition  of  said  real  estate;  that  this  Board  enter  into  an  agreement  with 
said  Foundation  which  agreement  will  require  the  Foundation  to  borrow  said 
funds  and  pay  for  said  real  estate,    and  will  require  this  Board  to  provide  the 
money  to  satisfy  said  indebtedness  and  the  interest  thereon  from  a  source  to 
be  designated  at  a  later  date,   whereupon  said  real  estate  will  be  conveyed  to 
the  Board;  that  concurrently  with  the  acquisition  by  the  Foundation  of  said  real 
estate,    said  Board  through  Northern  Illinois  University  shall  agree  to  lease  the 
same  at  a  rental  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  money  borrowed  for  such  pur- 
chase,   and  taxes,   maintenance  expenses  and  insurance  premiums  on  the  pro- 
perty so  purchased;  and  that  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed,   upon  behalf  of  this  Board,    to  enter  into  such  an  agreement  and 
to  do  all  things  necessary,    proper  or  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  said 
Board  as  expressed  in  this  resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto. 

Dr.    Brookens  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously 
carried. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  following  resolution  granting  an  easement  to  the 
Town  of  Normal  be  adopted: 

WHEREAS,    the  Town  of  Normal  has  adopted  an  Ordinance  vacating 
the  following  described  alley,   to- wit: 

That  portion  of  the  alley  running  East  and  West  which  lies 
between  Lots  6,  7,  8,  and  9  on  the  North,  and  Lots  10,  11, 
12,  and  13  on  the  South  in  Block  1  in  the  Second  Addition  to 
the  Town  of  Normal,    McLean  County,    Illinois,    and 
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WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Regents  to  grant  an 
easement  to  the  Town  of  Normal,   for  ingress  and  egress  to  the  unvacated 
portion  of  said  alley, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  Illinois  State  University  hereby  authorize  and  direct  its  chairman  and 
secretary  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  Board  to  execute  such  instruments  as 
may  be  required  to  grant  an  easement  for  ingress  and  egress  running  North 
and  South  from  the  unvacated  portion  of  said  alley  to  North  Street,    to  the 
Town  of  Normal. 

Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimously. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  following  resolution  granting  an  easement  to 
Illinois   Power  Company  be  adopted: 

WHEREAS,    the  Illinois  Power  Company  proposes  to  expand  its 
facilities  and  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  Illinois  State  University,    and 
such  expansion  requires  the  grant  of  an  easement  to  the  Illinois   Power 
Company  to  construct,    operate,    repair  and  maintain  electric  transmission, 
distribution  and  communication  lines  and  systems,    together  with  the  neces- 
sary appurtenances  over,    under,    along  and  through  the  following  described 
lands,    to-wit: 

A  strip  of  land  10  feet  in  width  extending  over,    through  and 
across  the  North  80  feet  of  the  West  80  feet  of  that  part  of 
the  Southeast  Quarter  of  the  Northwest  Quarter  of  Section  28, 
Township  24  North,    Range  2  East  of  the  Third  Principal 
Meridian  which  lies  South  and  East  of  the  intersection  of  the 
center  line  of  College  Avenue  and  University  Avenue  in  the 
Town  of  Normal,    the   said  10  foot  strip  of  land  being  described 
as  beginning  at  a  point  which  is  approximately   7  2.  5  feet  South 
of  the  center  line  of  College  Avenue  and  20  feet  East  of  the 
center  line  of  University  Avenue;  thence  Northeasterly  to  a 
point  of  termination  which  is  22  feet  South  of  the  center  line 
of  College  Avenue  and  70.  5  feet  East  of  the  center  line  of 
University  Avenue;  McLean  County,    Illinois, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED,    that  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  Illinois  State  University  hereby  authorize  and  direct  its  chairman  and 
secretary  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  Board  to  execute   such  instruments  as  may 
be  required  to  grant  a  perpetual  easement  over,   under,    along  and  through 
said  real  estate  to  the  Illinois  Power  Company. 

Dr.    Brookens   seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion   unani- 
mously carried. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  following  resolution  authorizing  the  chairman  and 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  to  execute   required  instruments  to  obtain  an  ease- 
ment from  the  Bloomington- Normal  Sanitary  District  be  adopted: 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  to  obtain  an  easement  from  the  Blooming- 
ton-.Normal  Sanitary  District  to  construct  the  new  General  Services  Building 
at  Illinois  State  University  upon  a  site  heretofore  approved  by  this  Board, 
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NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  Illinois  State  University  hereby  authorize  and  direct  its  chairman  and 
secretary  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  Board  to  execute  such  instruments  as 
may  be  required    to  obtain  a  perpetual  easement  from  the  Bloomington- 
Normal  Sanitary  District  to  facilitate  construction  of  the  General  Services 
Building. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Hollingsworth,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  unanimously  carried. 

The  Board  considered  the  construction  of  the  proposed  University  Union 
Building  at  Illinois  State  University.      Bids  have  not  been  accepted.     It  has 
been  suggested  that  the  original  plans  be  modified  in  order  to  secure  a 
building  within  the  originally  authorized  amount  of  $11,  800,  000  and  to  better 
meet  the  changed  needs  of  the  University.      The  Board  was  advised  of  the 
amounts  expended  by  the  architects  and  engineers  for  work  done  to  date  and 
for  direct  reimbursable  expenses.      The  Board  was  of  the  opinion  that  the 
architects  and  engineers  should  be  paid  for  direct  reimbursable  expenses 
amounting  to  $43,  000  in  full  and  for  a  portion  of  direct  personal  expense, 
the  total  payment  at  this  time  on  account  of  the  University  Union  Building 
not  to  exceed  $312,  000.      This  would  be  done  with  the  understanding  that  a 
new  agreement  with  Evans  Associates  on  a  non-contingent  basis  would  pro- 
vide,   as  proposed  by  the  architects  and  engineers,    for  a  deduction  from  the 
design  portion  of  their  fee  of  any  savings  effected  through  the  use  of  the  ori- 
ginal drawings,    details,    specifications,    and  design  concepts  which  are  appli- 
cable to  the  modified  building  in  order  to  make  certain  that  the  Board  does  not 
pay  more  than  one  architect's  fee  for  any  part  of  the  project  actually  constructed. 

Mr.    Smith  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

WHEREAS,    the   Board  of  Regents  presently  has  a  contract  with  Evans 
Associates,    architects,    for  the  design  of  a  University  Union  Building,    and 
other  facilities  to  be  located  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  University,    Normal, 
Illinois,    contract  No.    74A-30;  and 

WHEREAS,    bids  for  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  project  have  not 
been  accepted  and  revenue  bonds  therefor  have  not  been  sold;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  now  deems  it  advisable  to  modify 
the  plans  and  program  for  the  proposed  University  Union  Building;   and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  Illinois  State  University  to 
modify  the  program  for  the  proposed  University  Union  Building  to  include  a 
University  Auditorium  within  the  approved  budget  for  this  project;  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  and  proper  to  make  a  disbursement  of  part 
of  the  architect's  fee  for  work  as  of  this  date  on  the  University  Union  Building; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  this  Board 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  a  new  contract  between  the 
Board  of  Regents  and  Evans  Associates  in  accordance  with  the  above  findings 
and  to  submit  said  contract  to  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  approval;  further,    that  the  officers  of  this  Board  shall  recommend  an  ap- 
propriate disbursement  for  architectural  and  engineering  services  to  date  on 
the  University  Union  Building  project  with  the  understanding  that  any  such  dis- 
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bursement  shall  be  credited  against  the  ultimate  design  fee  to  assure  that 
the  Board  of  Regents  does  not  pay  more  than  one  fee  for  any  part  of  the 
project  actually  constructed. 

Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimou  sly. 

The  Board  then  considered  the  proposed  North  Residence  Tower  construc- 
tion project  at  Illinois  State  University.      Inasmuch  as  bids  had  not  been 
accepted  for  the  project  and  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  modify  the  plans 
for  the  project,    Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted: 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  presently  has  a  contract  with 
Evans  Associates,    architects,    for  the  design  of  a  residence  hall  identi- 
fied as  North  Residence  Tower  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  State  University, 
Normal,    Illinois,    contract  No.    74A-32;  and 

WHEREAS,    bids  for  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid  project  have 
not  been  accepted  and  revenue  bonds  therefor  have  not  been  sold;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  now  deems  it  advisable    to  modify

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  this 
Board  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  a  new  contract  between 
the  Board  of  Regents  and  Evans  Associates  in  accordance  with  the  above 
findings  and  to  submit  said  contract  to  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  for  approval. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called  and  the    motion 
carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Cornwell  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  authorize  and  the  Board 
hereby  authorizes  Northern  Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State  University 
to  pay  to  their  respective  Presidents  from,  appropriate  funds  within  their 
respective  Universities  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars   ($300.  00)  per 
month  as  a  housing  allowance  beginning  as  of  September  1,    1968,    and  con- 
tinuing until  such  time  as  the  Presidents  of  these  universities  are  furnished 
housing  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution 
adopted  unanimously.

Illinois  University,    the  president  and  former  president  of  Northern  Illinois 
University,    individually,    the  former  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
individually,   the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education,    individually,    and  the  financial  advisor  of  the  Board  of 
Regents,    alleging  that  the  defendants  through  certain  representations  and 
actions  encouraged,  influenced  and  induced  the  plaintiffs  to  finance    and   build 
certain  private  student  facilities  at  Northern  Illinois  University,    that  subse- 
quently the  defendants  adopted  policies  and  programs  which  contradict  and 
violate  the  representations  and  promises  made  to  the  plaintiffs  resulting  in 
damage  to  the  plaintiffs  and  placing  the  private   student  facility  projects  in 
financial  jeopardy  and  praying  for  certain  relief;   and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  and  its  predecessor  agency  acted 
in  good  faith  for  the  best  interests  of  Northern  Illinois  University,    its 
students  and  the  State  of  Illinois,    the  individual  defendants  had  no  private 
interest  in  the  matter,    and  received  no  personal  benefit  or  advantage 
therefrom,   now  therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that  the  Chairman  and 
Legal  Counsel  be  and  they  hereby  are  authorized  to  employ  counsel  to  repre- 
sent and  defend  the  Board  of  Regents,    the  individual  members  of  the  Board 
of  Regents,    Northern  Illinois  University  and  the  President  and  former 
President  of  said  University,   the  former  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors, 
and  if  requested,    the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  the  chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education,    with  the  understanding,    however,    that  each  of  the  indi- 
vidual defendants  shall  be  free  to  employ  their  own  counsel  and  that  the  Board 
of  Regents  pay  the  attorney's  fees,    costs  and  expenses  reasonably  incurred 
in  the  defense  of  this  action. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  seconded  the  motion  to  adopt  the  foregoing  resolution,    roll 
was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried.

Dr.  Brookens  asked  if  there  were  any  additions  or  corrections  to  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  September  8,  1968.  There  being  none,  the  minutes  were  ap- 
proved as  distributed  to  the  members  of  the  Board. 
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CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Brookens  reported  on  actions  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  during 
the  month  of  September:    the  forthcoming  organization  of  a  health  education 
committee;  approval  by  the  Board  of  statewide  tuition  increases;  capital 
projects  priorities  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1968;  and  hearings  on  capital 
requests  for  the  76th  biennium.      On  September  30  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
approved  a  total  of  $13.  7  million  of  Illinois  State  University's  capital  request; 
and  $37.  7  million  of  the  capital  request  of  Northern  Illinois  University. 

Dr.    Brookens  also  reported  that  another  action  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion which  would  have  major  implications  for  the  Regency  Universities  was 
that  requirement  of  the  Board  for  each  institution  to  prepare  during  the  coming 
biennium  a  10  year  building  and  a  15  year  land  plan. 

The  Chairman  then  commented  on  the  difficult  burden  placed  upon  the  legal 
counsels  of  the  various  institutions  in  connection  with  discharge  of  employees 
and  stressed  the  need  for  proper  evidence  and  order  of  sequence  in  such 
matters. 

Dr.    Brookens  advised  of  the  hearings  which  had  been  held  by  the  Ad  Hoc  Com- 
mittee on  Governing  Policy  and  called  upon  Dr.    Millar,    Chairman  of  the 
Committee,    to  report. 

Dr.    Millar  recognized  the  months  of  work  the  Committee  had  expended  on  the 
draft  submitted  to  members  of  the  faculties  on  June  2,    1968,    which  draft  was 
directed  toward  an  enlightened  policy,   less  rigid  and  with  more  recognition 
to  the  free  standing  nature  of  the  institutions,    supplemented  or  complemented 
by  individual  university  constitutions.     Dr.    Millar  stated  that  the  committee 
had  received  written  comments,    in  addition  to  oral  presentations,    and  that 
these  would  be  codified  and  assigned  to  areas  of  the  policy  where  they  have  an 
effect.     A  distillation  will  be  ready  for  presentation  to  the  Board  at  its 
November  meeting.     He  reported  that  another  draft  will  be  prepared,   with  a 
target  date  for  final  approval  in  the  Spring  of  1969.

President  Braden  introduced  Mr.    Baugh,    President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Town  of  Normal,    and  Mr.    Samuel  Wiley,    Engineer.      President  Baugh 
and  Mr.    Wylie  presented  to  the  Board  the  Town's  plan  for  street  improvements 
in  the  area  of  the  University  and  asked  that  the  Board  of  Regents  support  their 
efforts  to  secure  an  appropriation  from  the  76th  General  Assembly  in  the  amount 
of  $1,  600,  000  as  the  State's  share  of  this  improvement  program. 

After  thorough  discussion  of  the  request  by  the  Board,    Mr.    Hollingsworth  pre- 
sented a  Resolution  that  the  Board  of  Regents  would  co- sponsor  and  request 
an  appropriation  from  the  next  regular  session  of  the  legislature  in  the  amount 
of  $1,  600,  000  for  general  street  improvements  in  the  Town  of  Normal.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Puffer,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared 
adopted. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  the  wording  of  the  resolution.      Mr.    Hollingsworth 
then  moved  that  the  resolution  be  reconsidered,    and  that  it  be  changed  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Regents  to  support  the  efforts  of  the  Town  of  Normal 
in  seeking  to  have  introduced  in  the  General  Assembly  legislation  appropriat- 
ing $1,  600,  000  to  the  Town  of  Normal  for  the  street  improvement  program. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Puffer,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution 
as  revised  was  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a 
part  of  these  minutes. 

President  Braden  then  presented  the  following  items  to  the  Board  and  requested 
approval: 

1.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees,    including 
requests  for  new  positions  not  previously  budgeted  but  for  which  funds 
are  available.     A  list  of  the  personnel  involved  is  in  the  President's 
Report  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in  the   Central  Office.

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EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  recommended  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the 
handling  of  tie  bids  and  after  discussion  Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the 
following  procedure  be  adopted: 

When  two  or  more  acceptable  bids  meeting  specifications  and 
other  requirements  of  the  invitation  to  bid  which  are  exactly 
equal,    one  to  the  other,    are  received,   first  choice  shall  be  given 
an  Illinois  based  bidder  over  a  bidder  from  out-of-state.     If  this 
process  does  not  eliminate  all  but  one  bidder,    then  the  award  shall 
be  made  to  the  bidder  drawn  by  lot  from  Illinois  bidders  tied  for 
the  bid.     Such  drawing  may  be  made  by  the  staff  of  the  Board  of 
Regents  or  of  the   university  involved  and  shall  be  witnessed  in 
writing  by  at  least  three  persons  on  such  staff. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.    Matsler,    the  next  item  in  the  Executive  Secretary's 
Report  was  presented  by  Dr.    Catherine  Rockwood,    Head  of  the  Department 
of  Home  Economics  at  Northern  Illinois  University.      Dr.    Rockwood  explained 
the  demand  for  a  Master  of  Science  Degree  in  Home  Economics,   with  a  major 
in  Textiles  and  Clothing,    and  responded  to  questions  of  the  Board.      Mrs. 
Masters  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  proposal  for  submittal  to  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  and  the   Commission  of  Scholars.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 

Dr.    Matsler  next  outlined  the  services  which  are  afforded  to  members  of  the 
American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  and  recommended 
that  the   Board  of  Regents  apply  for  an  associate  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion,   at  annual  dues  of  $100.  00.     Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  approval  be 
given  to  the  application  for  membership.      Dr.    Millar  seconded  the  motion, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 

Report  of  the  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias  reported  on  the  status  of  negotiations  for  acquisition 
of  the  site  for  Sangamon  State  University. 

Mr.    Mathias  advised  that  the  date  for  responding  in  the  suit  which  has  been 
filed  by  Student  House,    Inc.    had  been  extended  to  November  4,   1968. 

The  Legal  Counsel  next  presented  and  asked  that  the  Board  adopt  a  resolu- 
tion authorizing  legal  defense  of  Professor  Paul  O.    Groke  of  Northern  Illinois 
University  in  a  suit  arising  out  of  an  accident  which  had  occurred  in  1964. 
Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  Board  adopt  the  resolution.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted. 
The  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

The  Chairman  then  requested  that  the  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Legal 
Counsel  draft  for  presentation  to  the  Board  a  policy  on  liability  of  the  Board 
in  any  such  future  legal  action. 
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Legal  Counsel  then  presented  to  the  Board  a  resolution  authorizing  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Board  to  enter  into  a  lease  for  office  space  for  the  central  office 
of  the  Board  for  the  period  January  1  through  June  30,    1969.     Mr.    Hollingsworth 
moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.     Mrs.    Masters  seconded  the  motion,    roll 
was  called  and  the  motion  carried.      The  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 

Mr.    Robert  J.    Lenz  presented  to  the  Board  the  new  agreement  between  the 
Board  of  Regents  and  Evans  Associates,    Architects,    covering  the  University 
Union-Auditorium  to  be  constructed  on  the  campus  at  Illinois  State  University, 
and  the  new  agreement  between  the  Board  of  Regents  and  Evans  Associates, 
Architects,    covering  the  new  residence  hall  to  be  constructed  at  Illinois  State 
University.     Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  contracts  be  approved.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  recommended  to  the  Board  a  disbursement  for  architectural 
and  engineering  services  to  date  on  the  University  Union  Building  project  at 
Illinois  State  University.      Dr.    Puffer  moved  that  a  resolution  authorizing  such 
disbursements  be  adopted.     Dr.    Millar  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried.      The  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  the  proposed  settlement  with  Aetna  Casualty  and 
Surety  Company  with  regard  to  contemplated  work  on  the  Steam  Distribution 
System  at  Northern  Illinois  University.     After  thorough  discussion,    action 
was  deferred  on  the  matter  until  all  of  the  facts  involved  could  be  secured  and 
presented  to  the  Board  for  consideration. 

A  motion  was  offered  by  Mr.    Loren  Smith  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be 
authorized  to  employ  Dr.    Charles  W.    Brim  as  Planning  Director  of  the 
central  office   staff  at  an  annual  salary  of  $24,  000,    the  appointment  to  be 
effective  January  1,    1969.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll 
was  called  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  advised  the  Board  that  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  a  reso- 
lution concerning  the  Jensen  property  an  inaccurate  legal  description  of  the 
property  in  question  had  been  furnished,    and  he  recommended  that  this  be 
corrected. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  approval  of  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of 
September  8  be  reconsidered  to  permit  the  correction  to  be  made.      The  motion 
was   seconded  by  Dr.    Millar  and  the  motion  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  then  moved  that  the  resolution  relative  to  the  acquisition  of 
the  Jensen  property  be  corrected  to  reflect  the  correct  legal  description  of 
the  property.      Mr.     Smith  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion 
carried.     A  copy  of  the  corrected  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  Keith  C.    and  Viella  J.    Glidden  have  now  offered  to 
sell  a  parcel  of  real  estate  to  the  Board  for  the  sum  of  $35,  000,    and  that  it 
would  not  be  necessary  to  file  a  complaint  under  the  Eminent  Domain  Act  to 
acquire  this  property.      Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution 
authorizing  the  acquisition  of  the  Glidden  property.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Dr.    Puffer,    roll  was  called  and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.      The  reso- 
lution is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 
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Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Board  to  negotiate 
with  officers  of  the  Wesley  Foundation  at  Northern  Illinois  University  to  pur- 
chase property  which  is  a  portion  of  the   site  upon  which  the  General  Classroom 
Building  will  be  constructed.      Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
adopted.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called  and  the 
resolution  declared  adopted.     The  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 

A  resolution  was  presented  which  would  dedicate  certain  land  on  the  campus 
of  Illinois  State  University  to  the  general  public  for  street  purposes.      Mr. 
Loren  Smith  moved  that  this  resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called  and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy 
of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 


OPERATING  BUDGETS 

The  operating  budgets  for  the  two  universities  were  reviewed  by  the  Board. 
Inasmuch  as  the  exact  enrollment  figures  were  not  available,   it  was  pointed 
out  that  certain  adjustments  would  have  to  be  made  on  a  formula  basis  in 
both  budgets  before  they  are  sent  on  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be  authorized  to  make 
the  necessary  adjustments  in  both  budget  documents.      Dr.    Millar  seconded 
the  motion,    and  the  motion  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  then  moved  that  the  Operating  Budget  for  Illinois  State 
University  be  approved  subject  to  the  necessary  adjustments.  Dr.  Puffer 
seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  Operating  Budget  for  Northern  Illinois 
University  be  approved  subject  to  the  necessary  adjustments.      Dr.    Puffer 
seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried. 

The  operating  budget  request  for  the  Board  of  Regents  Central  Office  was 
presented  by  the  Executive    Secretary,    and  each  of  the  new  positions  for  the 
coming  biennium  listed.      The  total  budget  request  is  in  the  amount  of  $620,  878. 
Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  Operating  Budget  Request 
for  the  Central  Office.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called 
and  the  motion  carried. 

There  being  nothing  further  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time,    Dr.    Brookens 
declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting  on 
November  3,    1968,    at  the  Knickerbocker  Hotel  in  Chicago,    Illinois.

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RESOLUTION  REGARDING  SUPPORT  BY  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 

OF  LEGISLATION  REQUESTING  APPROPRIATION  FOR  STREET 

AND  TRAFFIC  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM  FOR  TOWN  OF  NORMAL 


WHEREAS,   the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Normal,    a  municipal  cor- 
poration of  the  State  of  Illinois,    has  for  many  years  cooperated  with  the  admin- 
istration of  Illinois  State  University  and  its  predecessor  in  Title,    Illinois 
State  Normal  University,    in  numerous  mutual  problems  involving  the  location 
of  and  provision  for  the  necessary  municipal  utility  services,    streets,   fire 
protection,   police  protection  and  the  like;  and 

WHEREAS,   many  of  the  mutual  problems  coexistent  between  the  Town 
of  Normal  and  the  University  have  been  partially  solved  by  financial  aid  in 
one  form  or  another  being  provided  on  behalf  of  the  University  through  the 
State  Legislature;  and 

WHEREAS,   it  is  mutually  acknowledged  that  many  of  the  demands  for 
increased  services,    conduits,    streets,    sidewalks  and  the  like  are  caused  by 
the  growth  of  the  University  and,   whereas,    the  Town  of  Normal  acknowledges 
with  appreciation  this  growth  regardless  of  the  additional  demands  and  prob- 
lems that  result  therefrom;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Town  Council  of  the  Town  of  Normal  has  of  recent 
date  requested  that  the  University  through  its  governing  body,    being  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois,    support  the  necessary  legislation 
to  secure  an  appropriation  in  the  amount  of  One  Million  Six  Hundred  Thousand 
and  no/100  ($1,  600,  000.  00)  Dollars,   which  sum  shall  be  applied  toward  a 
general  street  and  traffic  improvement  program  for  the  Town  of  Normal;  and 

WHEREAS,   this  Board  of  Regents  does  acknowledge  the  existence  of 
and  the  partial  causal  factor  for  the  over -extended  street  and  traffic  problem 
of  the  Town  of  Normal, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS 
OF  THE  STATE  OF  ILLINOIS: 

1.  That  said  Board  agrees  to  support  the  request  for  an  appropria- 
tion from  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois  at  its  next  regular  session 
in  the  amount  of  One  Million  Six  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  ($1,  600,  000.  00), 
said  sum  to  be  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  the  general  street  improvement 
and  traffic  problems  of  the  Town  of  Normal,    a  municipality  of  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

2.  That  said  Board  of  Regents  does  publicly  acknowledge  the  exist- 
ence of  the  need  for  improvement  in  the  general  streets  of  the  Town  of 
Normal,    in  the  traffic  flow  and  the  traffic  conditions,   particularly  in  and 
about  the  University  campus,    and  does  further  acknowledge  the  fact  that  as 
streets  are  vacated  for  the  benefit  of  the  University  in  its  ever -expanding 
condition  that  the  multiplicity  of  traffic  problems  heaped  upon  the  citizenry 
of  the  Town  of  Normal  naturally  increase.      That  as  partial  compensation  to 
the  Town  and  in  lieu  of  various  forms  of  taxes  and  other  means  of  raising 
the  necessary  funds  for  these  improvements  this  Board  does  join  with  the 
officials  of  the  Town  of  Normal  and  the  administration  of  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity in  seeking  financial  aid  for  the  Town  to  be  applied  to  the  over-all  street 
and  traffic  improvement  program.

the  legal  expenses  and  costs  incurred  in  providing  a  defense  for  Professor 
Groke  in  this  matter.

for  the  use  or  benefit  of  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal,    Illinois,    and 
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WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  for  and  on  behalf  of  Illinois  State 
University,    a  public  educational  institution  of  higher  learning  located  at 
Normal,    Illinois,   has  previously  authorized  the  development  of  preliminary 
architectural  drawings,   plans,    cost  estimates  and  engineering  services  for 
the  construction  of  building  improvements  on  the  campus  of  said  University, 
including  a  proposed  new  Student  Union  Building;  and 

WHEREAS,   under  the  provisions  of  the  Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond 
Act  of  1967,    and  all  other  laws  thereunto  appertaining,    said  Board  of  Regents 
is  authorized  to  acquire  a  system  of  revenue  producing  buildings,    structures 
and  facilities  and  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  new  building  improvements  thereto,    including  the  cost  of 
preliminary  architectural  drawings,   plans,    cost  estimates  and  engineering 
services  and  other  necessary  and  incidental  expenses  thereto,    and  to  pledge  the 
revenues  derived  therefrom  for  the  payment  of  said  revenue  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,    certain  expenses  have  been  incurred  for  the  cost  of  prelimi- 
nary architectural  drawings,   plans,    cost  estimates  and  engineering  services 
pursuant  to  contracts  for  such  services  previously  authorized  by  this  Board 
and  its  predecessor,    the  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universi-

00  which  may  be  advanced  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  costs  of  the  construction  of  the  new  Student  Union 
Building  to  the  date  hereof,    on  the  condition  that  such  advancements  shall  be 
reimbursed  to  the  said  Auxiliary  Enterprises  account  upon  the  sale  of  revenue 
bonds  for  the  new  Student  Union  Building, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  The  officers  of  Illinois  State  University  be  authorized  to  expend  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $312,  000.  00  from  surplus  revenues  and  excess  funds  in  the 
Auxiliary  Enterprises  account  for  the  payment  of  costs  of  construction  to  date 
for  preliminary  architectural  drawings,    plans,    cost  estimates  and  engineering 
service  s. 

2.  Such  advancements   shall    constitute  a  cost  of  the  construction  of 
the  new  Student  Union  Building  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  proceeds  obtained 
by  the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  in  connection  with  said  new  Student  Union  Build- 
ing project,   which  advancements  shall  be  repaid  to  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises 
account  immediately  upon  sale  of  said  revenue  bonds.

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CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.  Brookens  reported  that  President  Rhoten  A.  Smith  had  been  discharged 
from  the  Cleveland  Clinic  Hospital  and  was  enroute  to  his  home  for  a  period 
of  recuperation. 

After  brief  remarks  relative  to  the  presentation  of  the  operating  budgets  to 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  on  November  4,    Dr.    Brookens  called  lor  a 
report  from  Committees. 

Dr.    Gordon  H.    Millar,    Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Governing 
Policies,   was  absent  due  to  illness  and,    therefore,    a  report  was  not  submitted. 

Mrs.    Thomas  D.    Masters,    Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Presidents'  Resi- 
dences,   reported  that  the  Committee  had  had  several  meetings,    and  while 
there  would  be  some  delay  in  connection  with  the  President's  residence  at 
Northern  Illinois  University,    the  Committee  agreed  that  the  Board  should 
proceed  to  act  on  the  residence  at  Illinois  State  University.      She  reported  that 
a  ceiling  of  $150,  000  had  been  discussed  with  the   staff  of  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education.      This   sum  would  include    architect's  fees,    site  development  and 
utilities,    construction,    and  built-in  equipment.      Mrs.    Masters  then  called 
upon  Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias,    legal  counsel,    who  presented  absolution  author- 
izing the  officers  of  the  Board  to  enter  into  a  lease  agreement  with  Illinois 
State  University  Foundation  for  the  construction  of  a  new  residence  for  the 
President  and  a  rental  agreement  with  the  Foundation  providing  for  annual 
payments  for  a  period  of  25  years.      Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  resolution 
be  adopted.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Loren  Smith,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  unanimously  carried.      A  copy  of  the  resolution  and  agreements 
are  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

The  Chairman  then  called  upon  the  Executive  Secretary  to  present  his  report. 

EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  NO.    6 

Section  I  -   Tuition  and  Fees.       Dr.    Matsler  recounted  that  at  the  September 
meeting  of  the  Board,    there  was  adopted  a  resolution  intending  to  convey  to 
the   Board  of  Higher  Education  support  by  the  Regency  Universities   system  of 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  staff  recommendations  regarding  increases  in 
tuition.      However,    the  wording  of  the  resolution  as  adopted  was  not  consistent 
with  the  intent  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    and  Dr.    Matsler  suggested  that  the 
correction  should  be  made  to  reflect  that  the  additional  increase  of  $75.  00  per 
year  would  be  effective  in  1971  rather  than  in  1970.      Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved 
that  the  resolution  regarding  tuition  and  fees  be  corrected  to  reflect  this 
intent  of  the  Board.      Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  as  corrected  is 
attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Section  II  -  Report  on  Sangamon  State  University.       Dr.    Matsler  reported  that 
the  matters  of  the  boundary  line  between  Sangamon  State  University  and 
Lincoln  Land  Community  College  and  the  resolution  authorizing  the  filing  of 
complaints  under  the  Eminent  Domain  Act  would  be  presented  to  the  Board  in 
executive  session. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Board  need  not  take  action  at  this  time  on  the 
choosing  of  an  architect  or  a  master  planning  consultant  for  educational  pro- 
gramming and  physical  plant  planning  at  Sangamon  State  University,    but  that 
thought  should  be  given  to  this  matter  for  a  decision  at  the  December  meeting 
of  the  Board. 
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Section  III  -  Structural  Investigation,    Women's  Physical  Education  Building, 
Northern  Illinois  University.      Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  letter  prepared  by 
J.    Mark  Hilts  for  the  information  of  the  Board  of  Regents  regarding  the 
inspections  which  had  been  conducted  periodically  since  1962  because  of  defi- 
ciencies observed  during  construction  of  this  building.      Mr.    Hilts'  letter 
stated  that  the  period  of  special  inspections  had  been  completed,    and  that 
routine  inspection  and  maintenance  should  be  sufficient  for  the  future. 

Section  IV  -   List  of  Graduate  Courses  at  Northern  Illinois  University  for 
Deletion  of  Addition.       Dr.    Matsler  then  presented  a  document  which  had 
been  distributed  to  members  of  the  Board  and  commented  that  some  minor 
changes  had  been  made  in  the  document.     He  stated  the  intention  of  working 
out  some  different  procedure  for  approval  of  such  lists  in  the  future,   possibly 
eliminating  the  need  for  Board  approval  for  the  addition  or  deletion  of  gradu- 
ate courses.     Dr.    Puffer  moved  that  the  list  of  graduate  courses  added  or 
deleted  at  Northern  Illinois  University  as  submitted  and  revised  be  approved. 
Mrs.    Masters  seconded  the  motion,    and  the  motion  carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Dr.    Brookens  then  inquired  whether  the  universities  had  a  procedure  whereby 
all  courses  were  periodically  reviewed  with  a  view  toward  removing  inactive 
courses  from  the  catalogs.      Dr.    Geigle  reported  that  the  colleges  and  dean's 
office  do  examine  catalogs  and  as  a  result  have  dropped  some  courses,    but 
that  there  is  no  set  procedure  for  this.     Dr.    Braden  said  that  Illinois  State 
University  does  have  a  winnowing  procedure  and  a  periodic  review  of  courses. 

Section  V  -  IBA  Projects.         Dr.    Matsler  commented  that  the  Board  had  pre- 
viously approved  the  awarding  of  contracts  for  construction  of  the  General 
Services  Building  and  the  Administrative  Services  Building,    both  at  Illinois 
State  University,    and  that  it  would  now  be  necessary  for  the  Board  to  adopt 
a  resolution  relative  to  the  IBA  Project  Cost  and  Lease  Amounts  to  permit 
these  projects  to  be  included  in  the  IBA  Ninth  Bond  Issue. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution:

Dr.    Matsler  reported  that 
the  necessary  adjustments  as  authorized  had  been  made  in  the  central  office 
in  the  operating  budget  requests  for  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern 
Illinois  University,    and  recommended  approval  of  both  documents  for  trans- 
mittal to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.     Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the 
operating  budget  requests  as  adjusted  for  Illinois  State  University  in  the  amount 
of  $68,  496,  390  and  the  Northern  Illinois  University  in  the  amount  of  $96,  614,  922 
be  approved.      Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Report  of  the  Legal  Counsel 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  three  proposed  bills  relative  to  Sangamon  State  Uni- 
versity which  have  been  prepared  for  introduction  in  the  next  session  of  the 
General  Assembly:     (1)    a  bill  amending  the  Regency  Universities  Act  to 
include  Sangamon  State  University  as  a  Regency  University;   (2)    a  bill  amend- 
ing the  Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond  Act  of  1967  and  adding  Sangamon  State 
University  as  one  of  the  universities  included  in  the  Act;  and  (3)    a  bill  stating 
the  object  and  purpose  of  Sangamon  State  University  and  providing  that  the 
Board  of  Regents  shall  operate,   manage,    control  and  maintain  Sangamon  State 
University. 

Mr.  Cornwell  moved  that  the  Board  approve  these  suggested  bills  for  intro- 
duction in  the  General  Assembly.  Mr.  Smith  seconded  the  motion,  roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

The  next  item  reported  by  Mr.    Mathias  was  that  negotiations  have  been  con- 
tinued for  acquisition  of  land  as  the  site  for  Sangamon  State  University,    but 
that  no  agreement  as  to  price  has  been  reached.     He  accordingly  recommended 
that  the  Board  adopt  a  resolution  authorizing  proceedings,    if  necessary,    under 
the  Eminent  Domain  Act  for  acquisition  of  this  land. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  the  following  resolution  be  adopted: 
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WHEREAS,   the  75th  General  Assembly  by  "An  Act  making  appropriations 
for  planning  and  for  acquiring  sites  for  new  state  supported  senior  institutions 
of  higher  education  and  for  the  conduct  of  a  study  concerning  aid  to  non-public 
institutions  of  higher  education",    approved  July  14,    1967,    appropriated  funds 
for  campus  planning,   for  acquisition  of  a  site  and  for  preparation  of  plans  and 
drawings  for  buildings  of  a  new  state  supported  senior  institution  of  higher 
education  in  the  Springfield  area;  and 

WHEREAS,   upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and 
upon  the  advice  of  the  legislative  committee  provided  for  in  said  Act  the 
Governor  allocated  the  sum  of  $750,  000  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  Spring- 
field institution;  and 

WHEREAS,    a  citizens'  committee  known  as  the  Higher  Education  Advisory 
Committee  of  Springfield,    Illinois,   will  soon  be  engaged  in  raising  funds  to  be 
made  available  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  acquisition  of  the  site  for  the 
Springfield  institution;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  heretofore  determined  upon  the  site 
(hereinafter  described)  in  the  Springfield  area  for  said  institution  which  the 
Board  has  designated  as  Sangamon  State  University,    and  authorized  negotia- 
tions  with  the  owners  of  said  real  estate  for  the  purchase  thereof  at  its  fair 
market  value,   but  have  been  unable  to  reach  agreement  for  the  purchase  of 
said  real  estate  by  the  Board  of  Regents; 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  AND  IT  IS  HEREBY  RESOLVED  BY  THE  BOARD 
OF  REGENTS  AS  FOLLOWS: 

Section  1.      It  is  hereby  reaffirmed  and  determined  that  the  site  as  here- 
inafter described  in  Section  2  be  laid  out,    established  and  maintained  as  the 
campus  site  for  the  new  state  supported  senior  institution  of  higher  education 
in  the  Springfield  area,   which  has  been  designated  as  Sangamon  State  University.

The  Northwest  Quarter,   the  West  Half  of  the  Northeast  Quarter, 
the  North  Sixty  (60)  acres  of  the  East  Half  of  the  Northeast 
Quarter  and  the  North  Eight  (8)  acres  of  the  West  Half  of  the 
Southeast  Quarter,    all  in  Section  Twenty- six  (26);

Paul  E.    Mathias 
and  Hoffmann  and  Hoffmann,    as  attorneys  for  the  Board  of  Regents,    are  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  institute  proceedings  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion to  acquire  title  to  and  possession  of  said  property  for  the  Board  of  Regents 
in  accordance  with  the  statutory  powers  vested  in  said  Board  under  the  laws 
pertaining  to  Eminent  Domain  in  the  State  of  Illinois.

OPERATING  BUDGET  -  SANGAMON  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  consideration  of  the  Operating  Budget  Request 
for  Sangamon  State  University,    presented  by  the  Executive  Secretary.     Dr. 
Matsler  called  attention  to  the  first  page  of  the  budget  document  which  had  been 
distributed  to  Board  members.      The  target  date  for  opening  with  an  interim 
program  is  the  Fall  of  1970,    provided  the  necessary  financial  support  is  forth- 
coming from  the  General  Assembly,   with  an  expected  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 500  students,    at  the  junior  level  for  the  most  part.     He  advised  that 
questionnaires  were  being  prepared  for  distribution  to  students  at  the  junior 
college  institutions  in  Springfield  to  determine  the  areas  of  interest  in  majors 
to  be  offered.     He  suggested  to  the  Board  that  recruitment  should  begin  as 
soon  as  possible,   particularly  the  selection  of  a  president  for  the  new  insti- 
tution. 
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Dr.    Matsler  then  responded  to  questions  of  the  Board  members  regarding 
curriculum  to  be  offered,    pointing  out  that  this  will  be  an  upper  division 
and  graduate  institution  only. 

In  reply  to  questions  regarding  initial  permanent  physical  plant,    Dr.    Matsler 
said  that  a  preliminary  plan  has  been  laid  out  with  the  help  of  Barton- As chman 
Associates,    starting  with  5  construction  units.     A  beginning  on  working  draw- 
ings should  be  made  soon  after  July  1,   1969.     By  that  time  the  academic  program 
will  have  been  completed  and  the  more  complete  instructions  can  be  given  to  the 
architects.      He  said  that  the  Central  Office   staff  has  been  in  close  communica- 
tion with  Lincoln  Land  Community  College  and  as  that  institution  begins  to 
phase  out  their  present  buildings,    the  Sangamon  State  University  might  be  able 
to  phase  into  them,    but  that  this  would  depend  upon  how  their  permanent  con- 
struction progresses. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  Operating  Budget  Request 
for  Sangamon  State  University  for  transmittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
Mrs.    Masters  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,   and  the  motion  unanimously 
carried. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time,  Dr. 
Brookens  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled 
meeting  at  Chicago,    Illinois,    on  December  1,    1968.

STATE  UNIVERSITY  FOUNDATION  AND  RENTAL  AGREEMENT 

FOR  PRESIDENT'S   NEW  RESIDENCE 


WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  has  heretofore  authorized  the  leasing 
of  certain  premises  to  the  Illinois  State  University  Foundation,    a  General 
Not  For  Profit  corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois,    for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing thereon  a  new  residence  for  the  presidents  and  other  officers  of  Illinois 
State  University;  and 

WHEREAS,    a  copy  of  said  Lease  agreement,   marked  Exhibit  A,    is 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof  providing  for  a  lease  term  from  Novem- 
ber 3,   1968,   to  November  2,    2019;  and 

WHEREAS,   it  is  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Regents  to  enter  into  a 
Lease  with  Illinois  State  University  Foundation,    a  General  Not  For  Profit 
corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  rent  and  maintain  the  aforesaid  new  resi- 
dence for  use  and  occupancy  of  the  presidents  and  other  officers  of  Illinois 
State  University,    from  time  to  time  employed  by  this  Board,    who  shall  be 
required  to  reside  therein  during  the  term  of  such  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,    a  copy  of  said  Rental  Agreement  is  attached  hereto  and 
marked  Exhibit  B  providing  for  annual  rental  of  not  to  exceed  $12,  5  00.  00  for 
25  years  from  the  date  of  occupancy; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the    officers  of  this  Board 
are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  on  behalf  of  this  Board  to  enter  into  the 
aforesaid  Lease  agreements  and  to  do  all  things  necessary,    proper  and  expedi- 
ent to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  Board  as  expressed  in  the  Resolution  hereto- 
fore adopted  July  7,    1968,    and  as  expressed  in  this  Resolution  and  the  Preamble 
thereto.

LEASE 


BOARD  OF  REGENTS,    a  body  corporate  and  politic  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,    Lessor,    in  consideration  of  agreements  herein  on  the  part  of  Illinois 
State  University  Foundation,    a  General  Not  For  Profit  corporation  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,    Lessee,    hereby  leases  to  Lessee  from  the  3rd  day  of  Novem- 
ber,   1968,    to  the  2nd  day  of  November,    2019,    the  following  premises  in 
Normal,    McLean  County,    Illinois,    to -wit: 

Lot  6  in  Campbell's  Subdivision  of  the  Northeast  4  of 
Section  29,    Township  24  North,    Range  2  East  of  the 
Third  Principal  Meridian,    except  the  North  377.  5  feet 
thereof,    being  a  tract  of  ground  302.  5  feet  by  629  feet, 
more  or  less. 

Lessee   shall,    -within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  after  the  execution  of 
this  Lease  agreement  and  with  all  reasonable  expedition  thereafter,    proceed 
to  erect  on  the  above  premises  a  new  building  to  be  used  as  a  residence  for 
the  Presidents  and  other  officers  of  Illinois  State  University,    from  time  to 
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time  employed  by  the  Board  of  Regents,    who  shall  be  required  to  reside  in 
said  residence  during  the  term  of  such  employment  and  to  use  these  premises 
for  official  Illinois  State  University  business,    including  administrative  duties, 
official  entertaining,    staff  meetings  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
and  determined  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  aforesaid  new  building  shall  be  built  in  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  subject  to  the  approval  of  Lessor. 

Lessee  agrees  to  pay  as  rent  during  said  term  of  51  years  the  sum  of 
$1.  00  per  year,    commencing  on  the  3rd  day  of  November,    1968. 

Lessee,    for  the  purpose  of  raising  part  of  the  money  with  which  to  pay 
for  improvemens  to  be  constructed  by  it  on  the  premises,    shall  have  author- 
ity to  make  a  suitable  and  proper  mortgage  on  buildings  and  improvements 
and  on  its  leasehold  interest  acquired  under  this  lease  of  land  for  an  amount 
not  exceeding  $150,  000,    and  such  mortgage  shall  be  a  valid  and  enforceable 
lien  against  any  improvements  that  may  be  erected  on  the  premises  and  on 
the  interest  of  Lessee  in  said  property  acquired  under  this  Lease  agreement. 

Lessee  agrees  that  it  will  not  sub-let  any  part  of  said  premises  or 
assign  this  lease  or  make  any  alterations  or  additions  to  the  buildings  on    said 
premises  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  the  Lessor. 

Lessor  may  terminate  this  Lease  at  any  time  upon  six  (6)  months  written 
notice,    provided  that  Lessor  shall,    in  such  case,    pay  in  full  the  balance  due 
on  any  mortgage  indebtedness  against  said  leasehold  obtained  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  a  residence  or  other  building  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  Illinois 
State  University  or  Lessor. 

Lessee  shall,    during  the  entire  term  of  this  Lease,    keep  the  building  to  be 
erected  on  the  lands  above  described  insured  in  the  names  of  Lessee  and  Lessor 
against  loss  and  damage  by  fire  and  for  public  liability  in  amounts  to  be  deter- 
mined annually  by  Lessor,    and  in  manner  and  in  such  companies  as  shall  be 
approved  by  Lessor. 

It  is  further  expressly  agreed  between  the  parties  that  if  default  shall 
be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  rent  or  in  any  of  the  covenants  or  agreements 
herein  contained  to  be  kept  by  the  Lessee,   it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lessor  to

5  feet 
thereof,   being  a  tract  of  ground  302.  5  feet  by  629  feet, 
more  or  less. 

Lessor  agrees,   within  a  reasonable  period  of  time  after  the  execution 
of  this  rental  agreement  to  erect  on  the  above  premi  ses  a  new  building  to 
be  used  as  a  residence  for  the  Presidents  and  other  officers  of  Illinois  State 
University,   for  use  as  a  residence  and  for  other  official  Illinois  State  Univer- 
sity business,    including  administrative  duties,    official  entertaining,    staff 
meetings  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  and  determined  by  Lessee.

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  reviewed  the  document  entitled 
"Staff  Recommendations  on  Tuition  and  Grants  for  Students  at  Public  Senior 
Colleges  and  Universities"  prepared  by  the   staff  of  the   Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation; and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  is  well  aware  of  the  increasing 
difficulties  in  financing  higher  education  in  Illinois  as  well  as  other   states 
in  the  nation;  now  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  convey  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  its  general  support  for  the  recommendations  in  the  staff  document 
named  above,    with  the  one  suggested  revision  that  out-of-state  tuition  for  both 
graduate  and  undergraduate  full  time   students  at  the  Regency  Universities  be 
increased  to  $616  per  year  in  September  1969;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED  that  beginning  in  the  Fall  of  1969  tuition  will  be  raised  to 
$195  per  academic  year  at  Illinois  State  University  and  at  Northern  Illinois 
University;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED  that  it  be  declared  as  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
unless  circumstances  now  unforeseen  make  it  necessary  or  desirable  to  do 
otherwise,    to  increase  the  tuition  at  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern 
Illinois  University  from  the  amounts  indicated  above  by  $75  per  year  for   stu- 
dents who  are  residents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  each  succeeding  year  begin- 
ning in  September  1971,   until  an  amount  equal  to  20  per  cent  of  computed  total 
instructional  costs  is  reached;  and  to  increase  by  $100  a  year  starting  in 
September  1970  the  amount  paid  by  students  who  are  nonresidents  of  the  State 
of  Illinois  until  an  amount  equal  to  the  computed  total  instructional  cost  is 
reached;  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  emphasize  its  desire  to  offset 
these  raises  in  tuition  and  fees  with  sufficient  scholarship  funds  to  assure 
that  all  students  in  Illinois  who  can  benefit  from  attending  college  will  be  able 
to  do  so  regardless  of  their  economic   status.

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Brookens  commented  briefly  on  the  presentation  of  the  operating  budgets 
for  Northern  Illinois  University,    Illinois  State  University  and  the  Central 
Office  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  advised  that  comments  of  the 
Presidents  and  Board  staff  would  be  solicited  later  in  the  meeting. 

He  announced  approval  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  release  of 
cost  increase  reserve  for  the  East  Gate  Building  at  Illinois  State  University 
in  the  amount  of  $161,  740. 

Dr.    Brookens  asked  the  Executive  Secretary  to  review  the  schedule  of  Board 
meetings  for  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal  year  to  determine  the  need  for  hold- 
ing a  meeting  each  month,    and  after  a  general  discussion  it  was  decided  to 
adhere  to  the  schedule  of  meetings  as  presently  planned. 

The  Chairman  reported  then  on  his  attendance  at  the  annual  convention  of  the 
Illinois  Association  of  School  Boards  in  Chicago,    and  that  he  had  pledged  the 
cooperation  of  the  Regency  Universities  in  attempting  to  solve  inner  city 
problems  relating  to  higher  education,    and  in  conjunction  with  this  had  toured 
some  schools  in  the  inner  city.      He  reported  that  while  their  means  are 
limited  and  the  problems  manifold,   the  Chicago  schools  are  accomplishing 
a  great  deal. 


COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


Dr.    Millar,    Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Governing  Policies, 
reported  that  the  November  meeting  of  the  committee  had  been  cancelled 
because  an  insufficient  number  of  members  were  able  to  attend,    but  that 
the  committee  would  meet  immediately  after  the  Board  meeting. 

The  Chairman  then  called  upon  the  Executive  Secretary  to  present  his  report. 


EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  NO.    7 

Section  I  -  Release  of  Funds.      Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  briefly  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Board  the  release  of  funds  by  the  Governor  for  capital  improve- 
ments,   totaling  $367,  026  for  Illinois  State  University  projects  and  $574,  722 
for  Northern  Illinois  University. 

Section  II  -   Central  Office  Staffing.      Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  listing  of  present 
and  planned  professional  positions  on  the  Central  Office  staff  with  dates  of 
employment  or  anticipated  employment.      He  also  reviewed  for  the  information 
of  the  Board  the  duties  of  the  position  of  Construction  Engineer.      In  response 
to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  educational  background  he  would  expect  such  a  person 
to  have,    Dr.    Matsler  responded  that  persons  interviewed  thus  far  were  either 
construction,    architectural  or  mechanical  engineers.     He  stressed  the  point 
that  the  person  he  is  seeking  must  have  had  experience  in  construction  and 
be  able  to  work  closely  with  architects.      It  was  suggested  that  the  age  range, 
education  and  experience  of  applicants  be  examined  closely  before  a  final 
decision  is  reached,    and  Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  he  would  review  with  Board 
members  the  qualifications  of  the  position  before  a  commitment  is  made.      It 
was  also  decided  that  the  salary  range  would  be  left  open  for  the  time  being. 
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Section  III  -  Budget  Matters.      An  analysis  of  the  staff  recommendations  of 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  as  compared  to  the  requested  operating 
budgets  for  Illinois  State  University,    Northern  Illinois  University,    Sangamon 
State  University  and  the  Central  Office  was  distributed  to  the  members  and 
reviewed  briefly  by  Dr.    Matsler.      The  operating  budget  request  for  Illinois 
State  University  was  reduced  from  $68.  4  million  to  $63.  7  million,    resulting 
in  an  approval  of  93%  of  the  request.     Eighty-eight  percent  of  the  operating 
budget  request  of  Northern  Illinois  University  was  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Higher  Education  staff,    representing  $84.  8  million  of  $96.  6  requested.      The 
request  for  Sangamon  State  University  was  approved  as  submitted  in  the  amount 
of  $4,  838,  871,    and  the  request  for  the  Central  Office  was  reduced  from  $620,  878 
to  $587,  524. 

A  question  was  raised  as  to  the  reason  shy  the  item  for  insurance  liability  was 
cut  in  each  request.     Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Executive  Director  of  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education  had  made  this  decision  because  there  are  certain 
legalities  to  be  clarified  in  this  respect. 

Dr.    Braden  asked  to  make  a  brief  statement  with  regard  to  budget  procedures 
and  the  conflicting  role  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  its  staff  and  the 
role  of  the  governing  boards,    and  the  difficulty  of  passing  on  budget  items  by 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education  without  preempting  governing  board  prerogatives 
with  respect  to  priorities  was  discussed. 

Section  IV  -  New  Ph.  D.    Programs  at  ISU.     Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  the 
proposals  for  Ph.  D.   programs  in  Geography  and  History  had  been  submitted 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  and  presented  for  review  by  the  Commission 
of  Scholars.      The  Commission  recommended  approval  of  the  Geography  pro- 
posal,  but  recommended  that  the  History  proposal  not  be  initiated  at  this  time. 

Section  V  -  Academic  Plans.      Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  he  had  received 
agreement  from  the  Presidents  of  both  universities  that  they  would  have  aca- 
demic plans  ready  for  review  by  the  Board  of  Regents,    and  asked  that  the 
regular  meeting  dates  in  April  and  June  be  set  for  review  of  the  academic 
plans  at  Illinois  State  University  and  Northern  Illinois  University,    respectively. 

Section  VI  -  Sangamon  State  University.      A  report  was  made  in  executive  ses- 
sion on  progress  of  negotiations  with  respect  to  acquisition  of  site.     Dr.    Matsler 
reported  that  the  exemption  certificate  had  been  received  from  Internal  Revenue 
Service  so  that  all  contributions  from  persons  or  firms  to  the  Sangamon  State 
University  Foundation  can  be  deducted  for  tax  purposes. 

He  advised  that  the  Springfield  community  would  be  voting  during  the  coming 
week  on  a  bond  referendum  for  Lincoln  Land  Community  College,    and  he  was 
urged  by  the  Board  to  do  all  that  he  possibly  could  to  support  the  passage  of 
the  referendum. 

Section  VII  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel. 

Mr.    Mathias  reviewed  the  policies  and  procedures  which  had  been  agreed  upon 
by  representatives  of  the  universities  and  the  Central  Office  staff  to  better 
coordinate  efforts  during  the  coming  legislative  session. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  discussed  with  the  Board  the  matter  of  furnishing  legal  re- 
presentation to  members  of  the  Board  or  employees  of  the  universities  who 
are  made  defendants  in  legal  actions  arising  out  of  alleged  acts  or  omissions 
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occurring  within  the  scope  of  their  employment.     After  thorough  discussion 
of  the  question,    Mr.    Lund  moved  that  a  resolution  be  adopted  setting  forth 
the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in  such  cases.     Mr.    Hollingsworth  seconded 
the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  was  declared  adopted.     A  copy 
of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

The  next  item  presented  by  Mr.    Mathias  concerned  unconditional  gifts  to 
Regency  Universities,    and  in  this  connection  Mr.    Smith  moved  for  the  adop- 
tion of  a  resolution  authorizing  the  President  or  any  Vice  President  of  a 
Regency  University  to  accept  and  receipt  for  all  such  gifts.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Hollingsworth,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared 
adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  made  a  motion  that  the  Chairman  be  directed,    as  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,    to  investigate  and  stimulate  legis- 
lation for  the  furnishing  of  insurance  protection  to  institutions  of  higher  edu- 
cation.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    and  the  motion  carried  by  a 
voice  vote. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  a  resolution  dedicating  certain  property  on  the 
campus  of  Illinois  State  University  to  the  general  public  for  street  purposes. 
Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted. 
A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

A  resolution  was  presented  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  the  offer  to  sell 
certain  real  estate  by  the  Wesley  Foundation  of  the  Methodist  Church  at 
DeKalb,    Illinois,    for  which  the  Board  had  previously  authorized  negotiation. 
Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  authorizing  acquisition  of 
this  property.      Mr.    Lund  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part 
of  these  minutes. 

A  resolution  was  presented  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  the  offer  to  sell 
certain  real  estate  by  the  Wesley  Foundation  of  the  Methodist  Church  at 
DeKalb,    Illinois,    for  which  the  Board  had  previously  authorized  negotiation. 
Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted  authorizing  acquisition  of  this 
property.      Mr.    Lund  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution 
declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 


NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  said  that  the  discussion  relative  to  budgeting  procedures 
reflected  the  feelings  of  those  in  the  universities  who  have  worked  hard  to 
translate  the  mission  as  outlined  in  Master  Plan  II  into  a  viable  plan  and  that 
it  seems  arbitrary  and  very  frustrating  to  be  told  to  change  priorities.     It 
was  decided  that  these  points  should  be  conveyed  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Edu- 
cation on  Monday. 

Dr.    Smith  then  presented  his  report  to  the  Board  and  asked  approval  of  the 
following  items: 


1.  ROTC  Program 

President  Smith  reviewed  for  the  information  of  the  Board  and  requested 
approval  for  the  ROTC  Program  at  Northern  Illinois  University  to  begin 
in  September  1969. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  ROTC  Program  for 
transmittal  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.      The  motion  was  seconded  by- 
Mr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

2.  President  Smith  requested  approval  of  the  Board  for  the  administrative 
reorganization  at  Northern  Illinois  University  to  be  partially  implemented 
at  this  time  by  the  separation  of  the  position  of  Executive  Vice  President 
and  Provost  into  two  positions. 

3.  The  President  asked  that  the  request  for  policy  on  educational  benefits 
be  deleted  from  his  report. 

4.  Personnel  Transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees,    including  a 
request  for  a  new  position  not  previously  budgeted  but  for  which  funds 
are  available,    and  request  for  permission  to  employ.     A  list  of  the 
personnel  involved  in  these  transactions  is  appended  to  the  President's 
Report  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the    University  and  in  the  Central  Office. 

5.  Purchases 

a.  From  Operating  Budget  $83,509.49

University  experience  has  been  that  this  group  represents 
a  cross- section  of  the  student  body,    except  that  these  students  are  given  a 
full  year  of  school  without  the  possibility  of  being  wiped  out  in  mid- year.

IN  LEGAL  MATTERS 


WHEREAS,    in  an  increasing  number  of  instances  employees  of  the 
Regency  Universities  have  been  made  parties  to  a  legal  action  based  upon 
an  injury  allegedly  arising  out  of  an  act  or  omission  occurring  in  the  scope 
of  their  employment  and  these  employees  have  requested  that  the  Board  of 
Regents  as  their  employer  provide  for  their  defense;  and 

WHEREAS,   in  other  instances  members  or  former  members  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  have  been  made  a  party  to  a  legal  action  arising  out  of 
their  participation  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  or  its  predecessor; 
and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of  good  relations  to  assist 
recruitment  and  aid  in  the  retention  of  personnel  that  the  Board  adopt  a 
policy  in  these   matters;  now,    therefore 

BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  REGENTS: 

1.  That  in  case  of  any  claim  or  action  instituted  against  any  employee 
or  former  employee  of  the  Board  of  Regents  or  of  the  Regency  Universities 
based  upon  an  injury  allegedly  arising  out  of  an  act  or  omission  occurring 
within  the  scope  of  his  employment  as  such  employee  it  shall  be  the  policy 
of  the  Board  of  Regents,   upon  request  of  the  employee  involved,    to  select 
and  provide  counsel  for  the  defense  against  the  claim  or  action  and  to  pay 
or  indemnify  the  employee  or  former  employee  for  his  court  costs  incurred 
in  the  defense  of  such  action.      The  Board  of  Regents  shall  provide  such  de- 
fense where  the  employee  has  acted  in  good  faith,    without  malice,    and  within 
the  apparent  scope  of  his  authority.      The  Board  of  Regents  shall  not  provide 
nor  assume  the  defense  for  an  action  based  upon  libelous  or  slanderous  state- 
ments or  an  action  which  is  the  result  of  a  willful  or  wanton  act  of  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  employee. 

2.  In  case  any  claim  or  action  is  instituted  against  any  member  or 
former  member  of  the  Board  of  Regents  based  upon  an  injury  allegedly  aris- 
ing out  of  an  act  or  omission  as  a  member  of  such  Board  of  Regents  it  shall 

be  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    upon  the  request  of  such  Board  member, 
to  provide  counsel  for  the  defense  against  the  claim  or  action  and  to  pay  or 
indemnify  the  Board  member  or  former  Board  member  for  his  court  costs 
incurred  in  the  defense  of  any  such  action.

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  the  President  or  any  Vice-President  of  Northern  Illinois  University, 
of  Illinois  State  University  or  of  Sangamon  State  University  are  each  individu- 
ally authorized  to  accept  and  receipt  for  all  gifts,    trusts,    bequests,    devises  and 
other  donations  made  to  the  respective  universities.

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  for  and  on  behalf  of  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity,   a  public  educational  institution  of  higher  learning  located  at  Normal, 
Illinois,    has  previously  authorized  the  development  of  preliminary  archi- 
tectural drawings,   plans,    cost  estimates  and  engineering  services  for  the  con- 
struction of  building  improvements  on  the  campus  of  said  University,    including 
a  proposed  new  University  Union  Building,    and 

WHEREAS,    under  the  provisions  of  the  Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond 
Act  of  1967,    and  all  other  laws  thereunto  appertaining,    said  Board  of  Regents 
is  authorized  to  acquire  a  system  of  revenue  producing  buildings,    structures, 
and  facilities  and  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  new  building  improvements  thereto,    including  the  cost  of 
building,    constructing,    completing,    equipping,    developing,    and  improving  a 
project  and  other  necessary  and  incidental  expenses  thereto,    and   to  pledge  the 
revenue  derived  therefrom  for  the  payment  of  said  revenue  bonds,    and 

WHEREAS,    certain  expenses  have  been  incurred  for  the  cost  of  services, 
consultation,    drawings,    arrangements,    and  specifications  for  the  Auditorium 
portion  of  the  project,    which  expenses  are  part  of  the  cost  of  the  construction 
of  the  planned  new  building  improvements  for  the  University  Union  Building,    and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  determined  it  to  be  necessary  and 
desirable  to  pay  these  costs  of  construction  at  this  time,    including  consultation 
fees  for  the  Auditorium  portion  of  the  project,    and 

WHEREAS,    certain  funds  are  presently  available  as  surplus  revenues  in 
the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  accounts  of  Illinois  State  University  to  the  extent  of 
$20,  000,    which  may  be  advanced  to  the   Board  of  Regents  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  cost  of  said  consultation  for  the  Auditorium  portion  of  the  project, 
on  the  condition  that  such  advancement  shall  be  reimbursed  to  the  said  Auxiliary 
Enterprises  accounts  upon  the   sale  of  Revenue  bonds  for  the  proposed  new  Uni- 
versity Union  Building, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  The  officers  of  Illinois  State  University  be  authorized  to  expend  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $20,  000  from  surplus  revenues  and  excess  funds  in  the 
Auxiliary  Enterprises  account  for  the  payment  of  costs  of  construction  related 
to  consultation  services  for  the  Auditorium  portion  of  the  University  Union 
Building  project.

gram in  health  education  for  the  coming  biennium;  approval  to  seek  $13.5 
million  to  implement  recommendations  of  the  Campbell  Report  as  they  apply 
to  non-public  institutions;  and  approval  of  the  request  to  seek  an  appropriation 
for  the  Graduate  Study  Center  in  the  Quad  Cities. 

Dr.    Brookens  said  that  the  reductions  in  the  budgets  for  both  Northern  and 
Illinois  State  for  nonrecurring  items,    as  reflected  in  the  December  12  memo- 
randum from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education,   would  be  made  the  subject  of 
inquiry  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  on  Tuesday,    January  7, 
and  that  an  attempt  would  be  made  to  clarify  the  matter. 

The  Chairman  then  took  up  the  matter  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  and 
the  election  of  officers  of  the  Board.     At  the  request  of   Dr.    Brookens, 
Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias  reviewed  for  the  members'  information  the  statutory 
provisions  and  policies  pertinent  to  the  election  of  officers  of  the  Board  of 
Regents.      There  was  discussion  as  to  certain  matters  which  would  require 
action  by  the  Board   in  the  interval  between  Board  meetings,   and  it  was  also 
pointed  out  that  the  terms  of  several  of  the  members  would  expire  during  the 
month  of  January.     A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.   Hollingsworth  that  the  election 
of  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be  deferred  until  the  February  1969  meeting, 
with  the  present  officers  serving  until  that  time.     Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the 
motion,    roll  was  called,   and  the  motion  carried. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


Dr.    Millar,    Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Governing  Policies,    reported 
on  the  December  19,    1968,   meeting  of  the  Committee.     He  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  had  some  degree  of  success  in  coming  to  agreement  on  language 
appropriate  for  Article  IV  as  it  deals  with  the  classification  of  faculty  and  others 
on  the  university  staffs.     He  expressed  the  hope  that  in  the  next  few  weeks  a 
final  draft  could  be  prepared  for  presentation  to  the  Board  either  in  February 
or  March. 

Mrs.    Masters  reported  on  the  January  4  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Presidents' 
Residences,    at  which  time  the  Committee  reviewed  the  architects1  plans  for  both 
residences  and  also  considered  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  policy  on  the 
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dollar  ceiling  imposed  on  these  residences.      The  Committee  made  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Regents:     (1)    that  the  Board  authorize 
the  architects  to  continue  to  completion  the  plans  for  the  two  residences; 
(2)  that  the  Presidents,    with  the  architects,    prepare  programs  for  the  two 
residences  for  presentation  by  the  Board  of  Regents  to  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education;  and  (3)  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be  directed  to  request  the 
staff  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  to  place  these  items  on  the  February 
agenda  and  to  review  the  programs  with  University  and  Board  of  Higher  Educa- 
tion staff  prior  to  the  February  meeting.     Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  these 
recommendations  be  approved  by  the  Board;  the  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

In  order  to  clarify  the  intent  of  the  Board  with  respect  to  the  residence  of 
the  President  of  Illinois  State  University,    Mrs.    Masters  presented  the  follow- 
ing resolution  and  moved  for  its  adoption: 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  charged  by 
law  to  manage,    operate,    control  and  maintain  Illinois  State  University  at 
Normal,    Illinois,    and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  proper  administra- 
tion and  management  of  Illinois  State  University  that  a  residence  be  provided 
in  which  the  President  of  said  University  shall  be  required  to  reside  during 
the  term  of  his  employment,    and 

WHEREAS,    residence  in  such  premises  shall  be  a  condition  of  employment 
for  the  President  of  Illinois  State  University  and  that  he  shall  use  these  premises 
for  official  University  business  including  administrative  duties,    official  enter- 
tainments,   staff  meetings  and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  and  deter- 
mined by  this  Board,    and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  convenient  and  suitable  for  this  Board  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Illinois  State  University  Foundation,    a  general  not  for 
profit  corporation,    organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  provide 
and  manage  the  premises  at  607  North  Main  Street,    Normal,    Illinois,   for  such 
use, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  it  is  necessary  for  the  Board  of  Regents  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Illinois  State  University  Foundation  to  act  as  agent  for  this  Board  to 
provide  and  manage  the  residence  at  607  North  Main  Street,    Normal,    Illinois, 
for  the  use  of  the  President  of  Illinois  State  University,    as  provided  herein; 

That  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  on 
behalf  of  this  Board  to  enter  into  a  lease  agreement  with  the  Illinois  State 
University  Foundation  and  to  do  all  things  necessary,    proper  and  expedient  to 
carry  out  the  intent  of  this  Board  as  expressed  in  this  Resolution  and  the  pre- 
amble thereto,   which  lease  agreement  shall  become  final  upon  ratification  by 
this  Board; 

That  the  President  of  Illinois  State  University  shall  be  required  to  re- 
side in  said  premises  as  a  condition  of  his  employment  as  such  President. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution 
declared  adopted.

President  Braden  presented  his  Report  to  the  Board  and  requested  approval 
of  the  following  items:

b.  Request  for  authorization  to  take  bids  for  the  installation  of  arti- 
ficial turf  inside  Hancock  Stadium  to  make  possible  greatly  increased 
utilization  of  playing  field.      University  personnel  had  investigated 
such  installations  at  Indiana  State  University,    the  University  of 
Wisconsin  and  Boston  University,    all  of  whom  had  found  the  turf 
most  satisfactory  in  use,    with  a  marked  reduction  in  expenditures 
for  maintenance. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  above  portions  of  the  President's  Report  for  Illinois 
State  University,    as  revised  and  submitted,    be  approved.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried. 

Dr.    Braden  next  asked  permission  to  allow  Dr.    Richard  E.    Hulet,    Vice-President 
and  Dean  for  Student  Services,    to  present  the  Union -Auditorium  Complex  pro- 
gram.      Dr.    Hulet  reviewed  the  actions  of  the  various  committees  and  the  Board 
in  the  past  and  presented  the  new  program  for  the  Union- Auditorium  Complex. 
He  stated  that  the  turnkey  cost  of  the  entire  project  would  stay  within  the  $11.  8 
million  budget  limit.      Cost  estimates  were  being  prepared  by  Espro-Denver 
Company.      The  program  for  the  University  Union  consisted  of  functional  areas 
including  food  service,    general  public  area,    administrative  areas,    continuing 
education,    and  an  area  for  poli-functional  types  of  activities. 
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Dr.    Hulet  stated  that  the  present  Union  building  would  be  used  for  student 
organization  meetings,    office  space,    etc.  ,    and  that  it  would  probably  be 
desirable  to  continue  the  use  of  this  building  for  a  snack  bar  area  and  coffee 
shop  for  students  and  faculty. 

In  answer  to  Dr.    Brookens'  question  as  to  what  the  Auditorium  would  pro- 
duce in  the  way  of  income,    Dr.    Braden  stated  that  even  though  there  is  a  change 
in  the  concept  for  this  building,   this  part  of  the  project  would  also  be  borne  by 
student  fees.     He  further  stated  that  the  present  Union  building  would  continue 
to  be  used  for  student  services,    even  though  it  is  now  an  IBA  building.     He 
stated  that  the  IBA  had  been  contacted  and  have  been  made  aware  of  the  change 
in  concept  and  that  they  would  be  kept  informed  as  the  plans  progress. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  was  concerned  about  keeping  faith  with  the  contributors 
and  with  the    legislature  as  to  the  use  of  the  new  building  as  well  as  the  con- 
tinued use  of  the  old  building. 

Dr.  Eric  Johnson,  Vice  President  for  Administrative  Services,  when  asked  by 
Dr.  Brookens  the  amount  appropriated  each  year  from  student  fee  funds  which 
become  surplus,  stated  that  ISU  is  now  accruing  in  reserve  about  $100,  000  per 
year. 

It  was,    according  to  Mr.    John  Shields,    this  sum  of  money  that  was  used  to 
liquidate  the  architect's  fees  on  the  Union  complex  bid  in  January  1968  but  not 
built,    and  which  will  be  replenished  from  Union  building  bonds  when  issued. 
No  determination  has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Regents  as  to  what  should  be 
done  with  that  replenished  reserve  of  $315,  000,    as  well  as  any  future  accumu- 
lation. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  reviewed  the  history  of  the  Student  Union  at  Illinois  State 
University.     He  stated  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  present  Student 
Union  was  initially  scheduled  to  become  an  addition  to  the  Library  after  the 
new  Student  Union  building  was  constructed.      He  stated  that  it  was  also  his 
understanding  that  the  IBA  had  agreed  to  purchase  this  building  on  that  basis. 
The  change  in  plans  for  this  building  was  further  discussed,    and  it  was  under- 
stood that  the  IBA  was  aware  of  this  change  in  concept. 

Dr.    Hulet  then  stated  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  University  to  come  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  in  December  1969  with  the  completed  drawings  for  approval 
by  the  Regents  to  put  the  drawings    out  to  bid  early  in  1970.     Assuming  that 
the  bids  could  come  back  in  February  1970  for  Board  approval  of  bid  awards, 
a  two  year  construction  schedule  would  allow  occupancy   in  1972.     It  is  now 
estimated  that  the  fee  schedule  to  students  would  be  about  $38  per  semester. 

Dr.    Braden  then  presented  Mr.    Robert    Boland  from  the  Leo  Daly  firm,   which 
is  master  planning  the  Illinois  State  University  campus.      Mr.    Boland  presented 
slides  showing  the  Library  and  Student  Union -Auditorium  Complex.      Mr.    Orme 
Evans  and  Mr.    Joseph  Murphy,    architects  for  these  twoprojects,    also  parti- 
cipated  in  the  presentation.      The  plaza  which  has  been  planned  for  this  entire 
area  is  to  be  built  on  two  levels. 

Dr.    Millar  stated  that  he  did  not  think  the  plaza  could  be  funded  under  the 
existing  plans  and  suggested  that  closer  scrutiny  of  the  feasibility  of  the  pro- 
ject be  made. 
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Dr.    Julian,    in  agreement  with  Dr.   Millar,    stated  that  he  thought  a  feasibility- 
study  as  to  costs  would  be  appropriate. 

It  was  agreed  that  such  a  study  would  be  ready  for  the  February  meeting  of 
the  Board. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  University  Union- Auditorium  Complex  program  as 
presented  by  the  University  be  approved,    with  the  explicit  understanding  that 
further  use  of  the  current  Union  building  will  be  as  a  building  for  student  ser- 
vices.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  approval  of  the  general  concept  as  presented  of  the 
placement  of  the   Library  Building  and  the  University  Union- Auditorium  Complex 
and  the  general  concept  of  the  plaza,    provided  that  a  financial  feasibility  study 
(for  presentation  at  the  February  1969  meeting)  for  the  entire  plaza  be  under- 
taken,   -with  one  or  two  alternatives  for  temporary  pedestrian  crossings    in- 
cluded.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,   and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously.

President  Smith  presented  his  Report  to  the  Board  and  requested  approval  of 
the  following  items:

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  with  the  Regents  the  proposed  policy.      After  discussion 
and  minor  revisions,    Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  following  policy  be  approved. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Julian,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried 
unanimous  ly. 

The  following  policy  is  designed  to  provide  the  opportunity  for  persons  to  bring 
appropriate  matters  before  the  Board  of  Regents  in  an  orderly  fashion: 

1.  A  written  request  to  address  the  Board  shall  be  made  to  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  in  time  to  place  the  item  on  the  agenda  prior  to  the  mailing  out 
date  for  Board  materials.      (Mailing  out   date  is  the  Friday  before  the  full  week 
preceding  the  meeting.  ) 

2.  If  the  presentation  does  not  exceed  five  minutes,   it  can  be  given 
orally.     If  it  requires  more  time  than  five  minutes  it  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Secretary  in  written  form  with  fourteen  copies  to  be  distributed  to 
the  Regents  along  with  the  usual  Board  materials  which  are  distributed  prior 
to  regular  meetings. 

3.  The  request  to  address  the  Board  shall  include  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  person  wishing  to  speak,  the  name  of  the  organization  or  group 
represented,    if  any,    and  a  statement  of  the  subject  to  be  discussed. 

4.  Copies  of  requests  and/ or  statements  from  students,    faculty  and 
employees  of  Regency  Universities  shall  be  filed  with  the  President  of  the  ap- 
propriate University  at  the  time  they  are  made  to  the  Board  Central  Office. 

5.  Members  of  the  staffs  of  the  Universities  or  the  Central  Office 
may  address  the  Board  on  invitation  of  the  Chairman  or  any  member  of  the 
Board. 
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60  In  the  event  that  an  item  appears  on  the  agenda  of  a  Board  meeting 

and  there  is  insufficient  time  to  conform  to  usual  procedures,    with  the  consent 
of  the  members  the  Chairman  may  recognize  a  person  desiring  to  make  an  oral 
statement  on  the  subject. 

Section  II  -  Construction  Engineer  for  Central  Office  Staff. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  he  had  consulted  with  Dr.    Millar  to  compile  a  list 
of  the  duties  and  qualifications  for  the  Construction  Engineer  to  be  employed 
for  the  Central  Office  staff,   and  that  he  was  hopeful  of  presenting  the  name 
of  an  individual  to  the  Board  for  approval  at  the  February  meeting. 

Section  III  -  Sangamon  State  University  Matters. 

Ad  hoc  Committee  for  Land  Acquisitions.     Dr.    Matsler  requested  the  Board 
to  give  consideration  to  the  appointment  of  a  short  term  ad  hoc  committee 
authorized  to  act  for  the  Board  in  the  matter  of  land  acquisitions  for  Sangamon 
State  University,   if  this  becomes  necessary  in  the  interval  between  meetings 
of  the  Board,    such  a  committee  to  be  limited  to  approving  purchases  within  the 
limits  of  the  appraisals.

WHEREAS,    negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  site  of 
Sangamon  State  University  are  continuing  and  it  may  be  necessary  to  agree 
with  the  owners  of  such  land  upon  the  price  to  be  paid  for  certain  parcels  in 
the  interval  between  meetings  of  the  Board, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  a  Committee  consisting 
of  three  members  of  this  Board  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  to  act  for  the 
Board  in  approving  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  site  of  Sangamon  State  Univer- 
sity,   and  that  said  Committee  be  and  it  hereby  is  authorized  to  approve  the 
price  (within  the  limits  of  the  appraisals  therefor)  and  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  purchase  of  land  as  a  site  for  Sangamon  State  University  and  to  author- 
ize the  officers  of  the  Board  to  execute  contracts  and  agreements  accordingly, 
the  acts  of  such  Committee  to  be  reported  to  the  Board  of  Regents  from  time 
at  its  meetings. 

Dr.    Millar  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared 
adopted  by  unanimous  consent. 

The  Chairman  then  named  the  following  members  to  serve  on  the  ad  hoc  com- 
mittee authorized  by  the  above  resolution:     Mrs.    Thomas  D.    Masters,    Mr.    Guy 
E.    Cornwell  and  Dr.    Norris  L  Brookens. 

Mr.  Hollingsworth  then  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  relative  to  the  pur- 
chase of  property  for  Sangamon  State  University  by  Sangamon  State  University 
Foundation.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Cornwell,  roll  was  called,  and 
the  following  resolution  was  declared  adopted  by  unanimous  consent: 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  pursuant  to  "An  Act  making  appropri- 
ations for  planning  and  for  acquiring  sites  for  new  state  supported  senior 
institutions  of  higher  education  and  for  the  conduct  of  a  study  of  aid  to  non- 
public institutions  of  higher  education",    approved  July  14,    1967,   has  been  desig- 
nated as  the  governing  board  for  the  new  state  supported  senior  institution  for

WHEREAS,    Sangamon  State  University  Foundation,   incorporated  under 
the  General  Not  For  Profit  Corporation  Act  of  the    State  of  Illinois  for  edu- 
cational and  charitable  purposes,    was  among  other  objects  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  in  developing  and  increasing  the  facilities  of  Sangamon 
State  University  and  acting  as  the  business  agent  of  the  Board  of  Regents  in

WHEREAS,    said  Foundation  is  able  to  borrow  funds  from  banks  in  the 
Springfield,    Illinois,    area  to  acquire  said  real  estate  hereinabove  described 
or  portions  thereof  for  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  use  of  Sangamon  State  Uni- 
versity,   and  said  Board  will  thereafter  reimburse  the  Foundation  for  the  amounts 
expended  in  the  purchase  of  said  property  together  with  interest  on  money  bor- 
rowed for  said  purpose  and  other  necessary  expenses  incidental  thereto; 
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NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  it  is  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  this  Board  of  Regents  for  said  Sangamon  State  University  Found- 
ation to  act  in  behalf  of  this  Board  in  the  acquisition  of  said  real  estate  or 
portions  thereof; 

THAT  this  Board  request  said  Foundation  to  purchase  the  tracts  of  the 
above  described  land  designated  by  the  officers  of  this  Board  of  Regents  at 
a  price  approved  by  this  Board  or  by  a  duly  authorized  committee  thereof, 
but  not  exceeding  the  highest  appraised  value  thereof,    and  to  borrow  (upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  Foundation  may  determine)  the  funds  neces- 
sary for  the  acquisition  of  said  tracts  of  land  for  Sangamon  State  University;

THAT  the  officers  of  this  Board  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  on 
behalf  of  this  Board  to  enter  into  such  agreements  and  to  do  all  things  neces- 
sary,   proper  and  expedient  to  carry  out  the  intent  of  this  Board  as  expressed 
in  this  Resolution  and  the  preamble  thereto. 


Academic  Planning  Committee.       Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  his  intention  is  to 
appoint  a  committee  to     develop  the  academic  program  at  Sangamon  State 
University  in  detail.      This  committee,    to  be  chaired  by  Dr.    Charles  Brim, 
will  consist  of  faculty  members  from  NIU,    ISU,    selected  experts  from  other 
Illinois  institutions,    and  may  also  include  representatives  from  the  community 
of  Springfield  and  out-of-state  consultants,    if  appropriate. 

Architect  for  Sangamon  State  University.      Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  suggested 
procedures  for  the  choosing  of  a  Master  Plan  architectural  firm  for  Sangamon 
State  University  and  the  desired  qualifications,    and  asked  that  the  Board  ap- 
prove in  principle  the  procedures  and  qualifications  listed  in  his  report,    and 
that  the  Chairman  appoint  an  ad  hoc  committee  for  choosing  such  a  firm. 
Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  procedures  be  approved  and  that  a  committee  to 
select  an  architectural  firm  for  Sangamon  State  University  be  appointed. 
Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried 
unanimou  sly . 

Section  IV  -  Deletion  &  Addition  of  Graduate  Courses  at  ISU. 

A  list  of  the  graduate  courses  to  be  added  to  or  deleted  from  the  Annual 
Graduate   Catalog  for  Illinois  State  University  was  submitted  for  approval  of 
the  Regents.     Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  list  be  approved.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Section  V  -  Release  of  Funds. 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  the  release  of  funds  during  the  month  of  December  for 
NIU  and  ISU,    and  also  reported  that  the  Governor  had  released,    with  the 
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approval  of  the  legislative  committee,   the  remainder  of  the  capital  funds 
for  land  acquisition  for  Sangamon  State  University  in  the  amount  of  $250,  000. 

Section  VI  -   Statement  on  Compiling  Board  Policies. 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  the  Central  Office  staff  is  reviewing  portions  of 
the  policy  document  and  will  attempt  to  have  recommended  policies  and 
practices  ready  for  review  by  the  Committee  on  Governing  Policies. 

Section  VII  -  Purchase  of  Office  Furniture  and  Equipment. 

The  results  of  the  invitation  to  bid  on  office  furniture  and  equipment  for 
the  Central  Office  were  presented,   with  a  recommendation  that  contracts 
be  awarded  as  follows:

Mr.  Hollingsworth  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  award  of  contracts 
for  office  furniture  and  equipment  as  recommended.  Dr.  Julian  seconded 
the  motion,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  VIII  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel  -  No.    6. 

Mr.    Mathias  presented  his  report  to  the  Board  and  reviewed  briefly  legisla- 
tion recommended  for  introduction  in  the  coming  session  of  the  General 
Assembly.     Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  suggested 
legislation  for  introduction.     Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  a  Resolution  authorizing  the  acquisition  of  two 
tracts  of  land  at  Normal,    Illinois,   needed  for  campus  development,    building 
sites  and  educational  purposes  of  Illinois  State  University.      Mr.    Hollingsworth 
moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted;  the  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Julian, 
roll  was  called  and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.      The  resolution  is  attached 
as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  presented  another  resolution  authorizing  the  acquisition  of  one 
tract  of  land  from  Leroy  E.    and  Irene  Max  and  Harold  A.    and  Lottie  Sullivan, 
needed  for  campus  development,    building  sites  and  educational  purposes  of 
Illinois  State  University.      Mr.    Hollingsworth  moved  that  the  Resolution  be 
adopted.      Dr.    Julian  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution 
declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these 
minutes. 

Mr.  Mathias  then  presented  two  resolutions  authorizing  the  filing  of  applica- 
tions for  grant  funds  under  Title  I  and  Title  II  of  the  Higher  Education  Facili- 
ties Act  of  1963,  and  authorizing  present  officers  of  Northern  Illinois  Univer- 
sity to  act  as  representatives  of  the  applicant  institution.

Mr.    Hollingsworth  advised  that  this  would  be  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board 
he  would  attend  and  wished  the  members  of  the  Board  well  in  the  coming 
months.      Dr.    Julian  responded  that  the  Board  would  miss  the  historical 
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consciousness  of  Mr.    Hollings worth,    and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  extended 
thanks  for  the  service  rendered  by  Mr.    Hollingsworth  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Board. 

There  being    nothing  further  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time, 
Dr.    Brookens  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly- 
scheduled  meeting  at  Chicago,    Illinois  on  February  2,    1969.

Dr.    Brookens  asked  if  there  were  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  January  5,    1969.     It  was  requested  that  the  6th  paragraph  on 
page  5  of  the  minutes  be  corrected  to  read  as  follows: 

"It  was,    according  to  Mr.    John  Shields,    this  source  of  money  that  was  used 
to  liquidate  the  architect's  fees  on  the  Union  complex  bid  in  January  1968  but 
not  built,    and  which  will  be  replenished  from  Union  building  bonds  when  issued. 
No  determination  has  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Regents  as  to  what  should  be 
done  with  that  replenished  reserve  of  $315,  000  as  well  as  any  future  accumula- 
tion. " 
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Dr.    Braden  requested  that  item  3b  on  page  4  of  the  minutes  be  changed  to 
read: 

"Request  for  authorization  to  take  bids  for  the  installation  of  artificial  turf 
inside  Hancock  Stadium  to  make  possible  greatly  increased  utilization  of 
playing  field.      University  personnel  had  investigated  such  installations  at 
Indiana  State  University,    the  University  of  Wisconsin  and  Boston  University, 
all  of  whom  had  found  the  turf  most  satisfactory  in  use,   with  a  marked  reduction 
in  expenditures  for  maintenance.  " 

There  being  no  further  corrections,    the  minutes  were  approved  as  corrected. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 

Dr.    Brookens  reported  on  actions  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  during  the 
month  of  January  which  included    approval  of  the  Military  Science  Program  at 
Northern  Illinois  University.      He  also  reported  that  there  had  been  considerable 
discussion  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of   Higher  Education  meeting  of  what  are 
recurring  and  non-recurring  items  and  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  matter  had 
been  clarified.     In  effect,   there  had  been  restoration  of  items  to  the  budgets 
of  Northern  Illinois  and  Illinois  State  Universities. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  notification  had  been  received  from  the  Office  of  the 
Governor  that  appointments  will  be  made,    probably  the  first  week  in  February, 
to  the  Board  of  Regents  and  that  the  Governor's  office  had  requested  that  the 
election  of  officers  of  the  Board  be  postponed  until  appointments  to  fill  vacan- 
cies on  the  Board  are  made. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the  election  of  officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be 
postponed  until  the  March  meeting,    with  the  present  officers  continuing  to  serve 
until  that  time.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  ad  hoc  committee  for  land  acquisitions  for  Sangamon 
State  University  be  continued.      The  motion  was   seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.    Brookens  then  read  the  text  of  two  resolutions  expressing  the  appreciation 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  contributions  which  Dr.    Noble  J.  Puffer  and 
Mr.    Morton  H.  Hollingsworth  had  made  to  the  Board  during  their  terms  as  mem- 
bers.     Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  resolutions  be  adopted  as  presented.      Mrs. 
Masters  seconded  the  motion,    and  the  resolutions  were  declared  adopted  by 
acclamation.      The  Chairman  asked  that  the  Executive  Secretary  see  that  Dr. 
Puffer  and  Mr.    Hollingsworth  receive  copies  of  the  appropriate  resolutions. 
The  text  of  each  of  the  resolutions  is  appended  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


Dr.    Millar,    Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Governing  Policies,    reported 
the  committee  is  continuing  to  work  on  language  of  the  document  and  that  he 
hoped  to  present  a  completed  draft  to  the  Board  in  March. 

Mrs.    Masters,    Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Presidents'   Residences,    reported 
briefly  that  the  Presidents  and  architects  are  continuing  to  explore  all  matters 
relating  to  the  residences,    and  that  any  further  action  will  be  postponed  until 
after  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
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EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY'S  REPORT  -  NO.    9 

Section  I  -  Policy  on  Contingency  Contracts.      Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  there 
had  been  no  written  policy  on  the  matter  of  contingency  contracts  with  new  or 
continuing  instructional  staff  members  at  the  Regency  Universities.      Both  insti- 
tutions feel  it  is  desirable  that  such  a  policy  be  adopted  as  follows: 

"New  or  continuing  staff  members  on  contingency  contracts 
(salary  and/or  rank  dependent  upon  completion  of  a  degree,    or  other 
required  graduate  credits)  shall,   upon  the  University's  receipt  of 
evidence  of  the  completion  of  the  degree  or  other  required  graduate 
credits,    be  promoted  immediately,    according  to  the  contract.      If  a 
change  in  salary  is  also  specified  in  the  contingency  contract,    it 
shall  become  effective  either  September  1st  or  February  1st,   which- 
ever immediately  follows  the  completion  of  the  stated  degree  or 
course  requirement.  " 

Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  above  policy  on  contingency  contracts  be  adopted. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Smith,    roll  was  called  and  the  motion  unani- 
mously carried. 

Section  II  -  1969-70  Calendar  of  Meetings.      Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  recom- 
mended calendar  of  meetings  for  the  1969-70  fiscal  year  as  required  by  statute. 
After  brief  discussion,    Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  tentative  calendar  be  ap- 
proved as  recommended.

Section  III  -  Personnel  Matters. 


A.  Construction  Engineer  --  Dr.    Matsler  requested  approval  to  hire  Mr. 

Donald  L.    Beahringer  of  Springfield  as  Construction  Engineer  for  the 
Central  Office  staff,    effective  February  17,    1969,    at  an  annual  salary  of 
$15,  000.      Mr.    Matsler  reviewed  Mr.    Beahringer' s  educational  and  work 
background  and  stated  that  he  met  all  the  qualifications  which  the  Board 
had  previously  outlined  for  this  position. 
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Mr.    Lund  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  employment  of  Mr.    Beah- 
ringer  as  Construction  Engineer  at  an  annual  salary  of  $15,  000.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
carried  unanimously. 

B.  Use  of  Board  of  Governors  Staff  --     Dr.    Matsler  distributed  copies  of  a 

letter  which  he  had  received  from  the  Executive  Officer  and  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Governors  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  relative  to 
recommended  payments  for  services  rendered  by  certain  members  of 
the  staff  of  that  Board  to  the  Board  of  Regents.     It  was  recommended 
by  Dr.    Matsler  that  the  Board  of  Regents  pay  the  following  honorariums:

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  payment  of  these  honor- 
ariums.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  IV  -  Sangamon  State  University  Matters. 

A.  Academic  Planning  Committee    --     Dr.    Matsler  stated  that  the  Academic 
Planning  Committee  for  Sangamon  State  University  would  hold  its  first 
meeting  on  February  10,    and  also  reported  that  a  questionnaire  had  re- 
cently been  directed  to  2000  students  registering  for  the  winter  quarter 
at  Lincoln  Land  Community  College  and  for  the  second  semester  at 
Springfield  College  in  Illinois.     More  than  1000  of  these  students  indicated 
interest  in  attending  Sangamon  State  University  in  1970-71  if  their  desired 
majors  were  available. 

B.  Preliminary  Site  Planning  --     Mr.    Walter  Monasch  of  the  Barton- Aschman 
firm,    at  the  request  of  Dr.    Matsler,   presented  an  interim  report  on  the 
preliminary  planning  his  firm  has  done  on  the  site  for  Sangamon  State 
University  as  authorized  by  the  Board  in  September  1968.       Mr.    Monasch 
reported  their  study  consists  of  four  major  areas:     study  of  environmental 
Land  use  and  zoning;  an  analysis  of  access  around  and  to  the  site;  an 
analysis  of  soil  properties;  and  the  preparation  of  necessary  topographical 
maps.     He  emphasized  the  need  to  work  closely  with  Lincoln  Land  Community 
College  on  matters  relative  to  utilities  for  the  two  sites,    and  also  the  import- 
ance of  early  contact  with  the  appropriate  public  entity  for  adequate  access 
roads. 

C.  Report  on  Land  Negotiations  --      Dr.   Matsler  informed  the  Board  that 
progress  in  negotiations  for  acquisition  of  site  for  Sangamon  State  Univer- 
sity would  be  reported  in  executive  session. 

D.  Architect  --     Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  he  had  compiled  a  list  of  about 

40  architectural  firms  which  would  be  distributed  to  members  of  the  com- 
mittee.     These  firms  will  be  invited  to  complete  a  questionnaire  for  the 
Board  if  they  indicate  an  interest  in  furnishing  services  for  Sangamon 
State  University.      The  list  will  eventually  be  condensed  to  contain  the  names 
of  only  five  firms,    from  which  an  architectural  firm  for  Sangamon  State 
can  be  selected. 
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E.  President  Selection  Committee  --     Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  because  of 

commitments  to  the  junior  colleges  in  Springfield  and  because  of  the  in- 
tense interest  of  students  in  attending  Sangamon  State  University  should 
it  open  in  1970,   procedures  should  be  developed  for  the  selection  of  a 
President  by  the  Board  for  the  new  institution.     After  general  discussion, 
Dr.    Matsler  was  directed  by  the  Board  to  begin  preliminary  work  on 
compiling  a  list  of  candidates  for  the  position. 

Section  V  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel  -  No.    7. 

A.  Student  House,    Inc.  ,    et  al.    vs.    Board  of  Regents,    et  al.    --     Mr.    Mathias 
reported  on  the  status  of  the  lawsuit  and  advised  that  the  matter  would 
again  be  before  the  court  on  February  17,    1969. 

B.  Acquisition  of  Property  --     Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  as  previously 
authorized  by  the  Board  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  Helen  B. 
Shepherd  property  had  been  completed  and  the  purchase  accomplished 
within  the  limits  set  by  the  Board.     A  resolution  ratifying  the  purchase 
of  this  parcel  of  land  was  presented  and  Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  for  its 
adoption.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called,    and 
the  resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is  attached  as 
a  part  of  these  minutes. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  reviewed  for  the  information  of  the  Board  the  policy  on  admis- 
sions at  Northern  Illinois  University.     A  Committee  on  Admission  Policies  and 
Academic  Standards  was  approved  by  the  University  Council  on  October  25, 
1967,   which  committee  has  now  established  a  new  basic  admissions  policy  and 
will  continue  to  work  on  other  aspects  of  the  policy.      The  new  admissions  require- 
ments for  1969-70  as  established  by  the  Committee  and  approved  by  the  University 
Council  are  as  follows: 

1)  Illinois  high  school  graduates  are  eligible  to  enter  Northern 
Illinois  University  if  they  satisfy  one  of  the  following  three 
admission  requirements: 

a)  A  composite  American  College  Test  (ACT)  score  of 
24  or  above; 

b)  A  composite  ACT  score  of  21  or  above  and  a  rank  in 
the  upper  one -half  of  the  graduating  class; 

c)  A  composite  ACT  score  of  19  or  above  and  a  rank  in 
the  upper  one-third  of  the  graduating  class. 

2)  Students  from  states  other  than  Illinois  must  rank  in  the  upper 
one-third  of  their  high  school  graduating  class  and  attain  a 
minimum  composite  ACT  score  of  19.       Foreign  students  must 
rank   in  the  equivalent  of  the  upper  one -third  of  their  high  school 
graduating  class  and  must  attain  an  acceptable  score  on  the 
test  of  English  as  a  foreign  language  (TOEFL)  in  lieu  of  a 
composite  ACT  score.  " 
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President  Smith  then  presented  his  report  to  the  Board  and  requested  appro- 
val of  the  following  items:

At  the  time  bids  were  approved  for  this  project,    an  option  was 
requested  to  reinstate  Alternate  G-2  within  60  days,   providing 
funds  were  available.      The  University  was  not  in  a  position  to 
determine  the  availability  of  funds  at  the  expiration  of  60  days, 
due  to  delays  in  construction  and  late  delivery  of  equipment.     The 
project  being  nearly  complete  and  the  funds  being  available,    permis- 
sion is  now  requested  to  reinstate  Alternate  G-2  at  a  cost  of 

$850.  00,    plus  architect's  fees  of  $80.  75.

Dr.    Brookens  asked  representatives  of  each  of  the  University  Councils  whether 
they  had  a  procedure  for  considering  the  document  and  asked  for  an  estimate  of 
when  passage  of  the  document  might  be  secured.      Dr.    Hicklin  of  the  University 
Council  at  ISU  advised  they  would  endeavor  to  place  this  on  their  agenda  for 
the  March  15  meeting,    and  President  Smith  advised  that  the  Council  at  NIU 
could  probably  take  the  matter  up  at  their  meeting  on  March  19. 

Dr.    Millar  commented  that  while  the  committee  did  not  have  total  agreement 
on  any  one  point,   they  did  have  wide  general  agreement  on  the  total  document, 
and  in  his  opinion  the  committee  has  adequately  covered  all  points  brought  up 
in  hearings.     He  believed  the  language  of  the  document  reflects  the  strong 
faculty  input,    and  that  it  seemed  to  the  committee  that  they  had  given  adequate 
thought  and  a  great  deal  of  effort  to  the  document  and  hoped  that  the  university 
councils  would  look  at  it  in  that  light. 
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ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

President  Braden  presented  his  Report  to  the  Board  and  requested  approval 
of  the  following  items:

Dr.  Matsler  reviewed  for  the  information  of  the  Board  the  status  of  current 
appropriations  for  operating  expenses  and  capital  improvements  for  Illinois 
State  University,    Northern  Illinois  University  and  the  Central  Office. 

Section  III  -  New  Programs  -  Illinois  State  University 

Dr.    Matsler  summarized  briefly  the  proposals  which  had  been  distributed  to 
members  of  the  Board  for  new  programs.     The  Bachelor  of  Music  Education  De 
gree  and  the  Master  of  Science  in  Education  do  not  require  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education.     He  recommended  approval  of  the  Bachelor  of 
Music  Degree,   the  Undergraduate  Major  in  Arts  and  Sciences,   the  Compre- 
hensive Major  in  Arts  and  Sciences,    Undergraduate  Major  and  Minor  in 
Geology,    Major  in  Philosophy,    and  the  Major  in  Theatre  for  submittal  to 
the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 
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Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  new  program  proposals  at  Illinois 
State  University  as  distributed  to  the  members,    and  that  those  programs  which 
require  app  roval  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  be  forwarded  to  that  Board. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unani- 
mously carried. 

Section  IV  -  Deletions  and  Addition  of  Units  of  Instruction,    Research  and  Public 
Services. 

Both  universities  had  prepared  lists  of  units  of  instruction  which  had  been  deleted 
or  added  during  the  calendar  year   1968  with  the  approval  of  the  Board.     Dr.    Matsler 
reviewed  these  lists  and  recommended  that  authorization  be  given  to  forward  these 
lists  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Mr.  Cornwell  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be  authorized  to  forward  the  lists 
to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Lund,  roll  was 
called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  V  -  Sangamon  State  University  Matters. 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  on  the  membership  of  the  Academic  Planning  Committee 
which  had  held  its  original  meeting  during  the  month  of  February.     He  stated  that 
he  and  Dr.    Charles  Brim  would  be  visiting  during  the  first  week  in  March  upper 
division  and  graduate  institutions  in  Florida  as  well  as  a  new  institution  at  Green 
Bay,    Wisconsin,    with  strong  emphasis  in  the  areas  of  public  service  and  environ- 
mental problems  . 

He  advised  that  prior  to  the  appointment  of  an  architectural  firm  for  Sangamon 
State  University  there  would  be  decisions  to  be  made  relating  to  the  Lincoln  Land 
Community  College  and  requested  permission  of  the  Board  to  enter  into  contracts 
with  the  firm  of  Barton- Aschman  Associates  on  an  ad  hoc  basis,    at  not  to  exceed 
$2,  000  per  project. 

Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Executive  Secretary  be  given  authority  to  contract  with 
the  Barton- Aschman  firm  on  an  ad  hoc  basis  at  not  to  exceed  $2,  000  for  any 
particular  project.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.  Matsler  presented  suggested  procedures  to  be  followed  in  compiling  names  of 
candidates  for  the  presidency  of  Sangamon  State  University  and  a  list  of  qualifica- 
tions by  the  Central  Staff  for  the  position.

Mr.    Mathias  reported  on  a  claim  which  has  been  filed  in  the  Court  of  Claims  on 
behalf  of  Joel  Dryer,    a  minor,    against  the  Board  of  Regents  and  advised  that  the 
firm  of  Dunn,    Dunn,    Brady,    Goebel,    Ulbrich  &  Hayes  had  been  retained  to  repre- 
sent the  Board  and  defend  against  this  claim.

Mr.    Mathias  presented  a  resolution  authorizing  the  acquisition  of  the  United  Campus 
Ministries  property  of  Northern  Illinois  University  as  a  portion  of  the  site  for  the 
proposed  Library  Building  for  said  University.     Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  resolution 
be  adopted.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the 
resolution  declared  adopted.     The  text  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

A  resolution  was  then  presented  authorizing  acquisition  of  the  Mosborg  property  at 
DeKalb  as  a  portion  of  the  site  for  the  proposed  Library  Building  at  Northern  Illinois 
University.     Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.     Dr.    Millar  seconded 
the  motion,    roll   was  called  and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.     The  text  is  attached 
as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  a  resolution  providing  for  the  use  of  certain  surplus 
revenues  of  revenue  bonds  issued  for  Illinois  State  University  for  the  payment  of 
some  of  the  costs  of  construction  for  the  North  Residence  Towers.     Mrs.    Masters 
moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    roll 
was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.      The  text  is  attached  as  a  part  of 
these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  presented  a  resolution  providing  for  the  use  of  surplus  funds  by 
Illinois  State  University  in  connection  with  the  University  Union- Auditorium, 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a  contract  previously  entered  into  by  the  Board  of  Regents. 
Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.     Mrs.    Masters  seconded  the 
motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.     The  text  is  attached 
as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  presented  the  Legislative  Report  No.    3  to  the  Board.     He  then    pre- 
sented the  following  resolution  designed  to  clarify  the  Board  of  Regents'  policy 
on  the  rights  of  the  academic  community  and  campus  unrest:

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  hereby  insists 
that  the  educational  programs  at  the  Regency  Universities  be  conducted  in 
an  orderly,    lawful  fashion  and  that  the  Presidents  and  the  academic    com- 
munities be  commended  for  having  planned  and  adopted  appropriate:  pro- 
cedures to  deal  with  any  attempts  to  disrupt  such  programs;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  while  the  constitutional  rights  of  persons 
to  due  process  of  the  law  shall  be  observed  and  regularly  established 
channels  provided  for  consideration  of  constructive  criticism  and  proposed 
changes  in  policies  and  procedures,   the  opportunity  for  the  students  wishing 
to  continue  their  educational  program  in  a  peaceful  manner  and  with  no  undixe 
interference  shall  be  maintained. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  resolution  be  adopted.     The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mrs.    Masters,    roll  was  called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.

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WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents,  a  body  corporate  and  politic  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  has  been  requested  by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to  transfer  the 
real  estate  and  jurisdiction  thereof  upon  which  said  facility  is  to  be  located,  to 
said  Authority;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  will  thereafter  be  requested  by  the  Illi- 
nois Building  Authority  to  enter  into  leases  for  the  use  of  said  facility  at  a 
gross  rental  equivalent  to  the  cost  of  the  respective  facility,   plus  financing 
charges,    interest  and  all  other  necessary  expenses; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
Regency  Universities: 

Section  1„     That  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  be  and  it  is  hereby  requested 
to  provide  the  foregoing  facility  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  Northern  Illinois 
University. 

Section  2.      That  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents,    for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  Board,   be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute, 
acknowledge  and  deliver  such  instruments  of  contract,    conveyance,    lease  or 
other  documents  which  are  necessary,    proper  or  expedient  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  project  and  provide  such  facility  for  said  University.

RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  ACQUISITION  OF  UNITED  CAMPUS 
MINISTRIES  PROPERTY  FOR  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY

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WHEREAS,   the  owner  of  said  parcel  of  real  estate,    United  Campus  Mini- 
stries of  Northern  Illinois  University,    DeKalb,    Illinois,    an  Illinois  not  for 
profit  corporation,   has  offered  to  sell  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for 
the  sum  of  $56,  000.  00,    payment  therefor  to  be  made  no  later  than  June  1, 
1969,    and  funds  to  complete  the  acquisition  of  said  parcel  of  real  estate  may 
not  be  available, 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED,   that  the  Board  of  Regents  approve 
and  authorize  the  purchase  of  the  above  described  parcel  of  real  estate  for  the 
amount  above  stated,    contingent  upon  the  release  of  funds  for  such  purpose;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,    that  in  the  event  funds  for  the  purchase  of  said  real 
estate  have  not  been  released  prior  to  March  25,    1969,   then  the  officers  of  the 
Board  are  authorized  to  assign  and  transfer  the  right  to  purchase  said  parcel 
of  real  estate  to  Northern  Illinois  University  Foundation  and  to  request  said 
Foundation  to  purchase  said  real  estate;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,   that  in  the  event  Northern  Illinois  University  Founda- 
tion purchases  said  parcel  of  real  estate  then  the  Board  of  Regents  will  undertake 
and  agree  to  purchase  the  parcel  of  real  estate  from  Northern  Illinois  University 
Foundation  at  said  price  of  $56,  000.

FURTHER  RESOLVED,   that  the  officers  of  this  Board  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such  instruments  and  to  do  such  things  as  are 
necessary,    proper  or  expedient  to  acquire  said  real  estate.

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NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  approve

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  in  the  event  Northern  Illinois  University  Founda- 
tion purchases  said  parcel  of  real  estate  then  the  Board  of  Regents  will  undertake 
and  agree  to  purchase  the  parcel  of  real  estate  from  Northern  Illinois  University 
Foundation  at  said  price  of  $32,  500.  00  together  with  any  monies  necessarily 
expended  for  any  expenses  incurred  incidental  thereto,  when  funds  from  the  State 
of  Illinois  become  available  therefor;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  officers  of  this  Board  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such  instruments  and  to  do  such  things  as  are 
necessary,    proper  or  expedient  to  acquire  said  real  estate. 


RESOLUTION  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  USE  OF  SURPLUS  FUNDS 
BY  ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY  IN  CONNECTION  WITH 
THE  UNIVERSITY  UNION- AUDITORIUM 

WHEREAS,   under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  "An  Act  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Regents  to  acquire,    own,    operate  and  maintain  projects  as  herein 
defined,   to  issue  its  bonds  therefor,    to  refund  its  bonds  heretofore  and  here- 
after issued,    and  to  provide  for  the  payment  and  security  of  all  bonds  issued 
hereunder;  and  to  define  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Board  in  reference 
thereof,  "  approved  July  7,    1967  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Board  of 
Regents  Revenue  Bond  Act  of  1967"),    said  Board  of  Regents  is  authorized  to 
acquire  a  system  of  revenue  producing  buildings,    structures  and  facilities 
which,    as  determined  by  said    Board  of  Regents,    is  required  by  or  necessary 
for  the  use  or  benefit  of  Illinois  State  University  at  Normal,    Illinois,    and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  for  and  on  behalf  of  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity,   a  public  educational  institution  of  higher  learning  located  at  Normal, 
Illinois,   has  previously  authorized  the  development  of  architectural  drawings, 
plans,    cost  estimates  and  engineering  services  for  the  construction  of  building 
improvements  on  the  campus  of  said  University,    including  a  new  University 
Union- Auditorium,    and 
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WHEREAS,   under  the  provisions  of  the  Board  of  Regents  Revenue  Bond 
Act  of  1967,    and  all  other  laws  thereunto  appertaining,    said  Board  of  Regents 
is  authorized  to  acquire  a  system  of  revenue  producing  buildings,    structures, 
and  facilities  and  to  issue  revenue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  cost  of 
the  construction  of  new  building  improvements  thereto,   including  the  cost  of 
building,    constructing,    completing,    equipping,    developing,    and  improving  a 
project  and  other  necessary  and  incidental  expenses  thereto,    and  to  pledge  the 
revenue  derived  therefrom  for  the  payment  of  said  revenue  bonds,   and 

WHEREAS,    certain  expenses  have  been  incurred  and  will  be  incurred  from 
time  to  time  for  the  cost  of  services,    consultation,    drawings,    arrangements, 
and  specifications  for  said  improvements,   which  expenses  are  part  of  the  costs 
of  the  construction  of  the  University  Union-Auditorium,    and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  has  determined  it  to  be  necessary  and 
desirable  to  pay  certain  costs  of  construction  as  the  same  shall  become  due 
including  architectural  fees  and  consultation,    engineering  and  surveying 
services,    and 

WHEREAS,    certain  funds  are  presently  available  as  surplus  revenues  in 
the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  accounts  of  Illinois  State  University  to  the  extent 
of  $250,  000.  00  which  may  be  advanced  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  said  costs  of  construction  on  the  condition  that  such  advances  shall 
be  reimbursed  to  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  accounts  upon  the  sale  of  Revenue 
Bonds  for  the  new  University  Union- Auditorium. 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  The  officers  of  Illinois  State  University  be  authorized  to  expend  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  $250,  000.  00  from  surplus  revenues  in  the  Auxiliary  Enter- 
prises account  for  the  payment  of  certain  costs  of  construction  as  the  same 
shall  become  due,    including  architectural  fees,    consultation,    engineering  and 
surveying  services  for  the  University  Union-Auditorium  at  Illinois  State  Uni- 
versity. 

2.  Such  advances  shall  constitute  a  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  Univer- 
sity Union- Auditorium  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  procedds  obtained  by  the 
sale  of  revenue  bonds  in  connection  with  said  new  University  Union- Auditorium 
project,    which  advances  shall  be  repaid  to  the  Auxiliary  Enterprises  account 
immediately  upon  sale  of  said  revenue  bonds. 

3.  This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage. 
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RESOLUTION  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  USE  OF  CERTAIN 

SURPLUS  REVENUES  OF  REVENUE  BONDS  ISSUED 

FOR  ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 


WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents,    a  body  corporate  and  politic  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,    is  vested  by  law  with  all  rights,    powers  and  duties  of  and 
is  successor  to  the  Teachers  College  Board  and  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
State  Colleges  and  Universities  relating  to  the  management,    operation,    con- 
trol and  maintenance  of  Illinois  State  University,    including  all  rights,    powers 
and  duties  thereof  in  connection  with  bonds  issued  thereby  for  Illinois  State 
University,   heretofore  known  as  Illinois  State  Normal  University  and  Illinois 
State  University  at  Normal;  and 

WHEREAS,    said  Board  of  Regents  and  its  predecessors  have,    from  time 
to  time,    authorized  separate  issues  of  bonds  for  said  institution  which  are  now 
outstanding,   including  the  $8,000,000  Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bonds,    Series 
of  1965  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  and 

WHEREAS,    by  Section  9  (F)  of  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Teachers 
College  Board  on  the  12th  day  of  April,    1965,    creating  an  issue  of  $8,  000,  000 
Residence  Halls  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1965,    Surplus  Revenues  remaining 
in  the  revenue  fund  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  may  be  used  for  any  lawful 
purpose  as  the  Teachers  College  Board  or  its  successor  by  Resolution  shall 
direct;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents  has  determined  it  to  be  necessary  and 
desirable  to  pay  certain  costs  of  construction  of  the  North  Residence  Tower  as 
provided  for  in  the  architect's  contract  with  said  Board  of  Regents;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  amount  of  said  Surplus  Funds  as  shown  in  Exhibit  A 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,    aggregate  $324,515.00  as  of  June  30, 
1968,    which  Surplus  Revenues  have  not  heretofore  been  used,    pledged  or  hypo- 
thecated and  which  Surplus  Revenues  may  be  advanced  to  the  Board  of  Regents 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  some  of  the  costs  of  construction  of  the  North  Residence 
Tower,    including  architectural  fees  to  the  extent  of  $11,  325.  20,    on  the  condition 
that  such  advance  shall  be  reimbursed  to  the  said  Surplus  Revenues  account  upon 
the  sale  of  revenue  bonds  for  the  North  Residence  Towers. 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  The  officers  of  Illinois  State  University  be  authorized  to  expend  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  $11,  325.  20  from  Surplus  Revenues  in  the  Residence  Halls  Revenue 
Bonds,    Series  of  1965,    for  the  payment  of  some  of  the  costs  of  construction  for 
the  North  Residence  Towers  as  provided  herein. 

2.  Such  advance  shall  constitute  a  cost  of  construction  of  the  North  Resi- 
dence Towers  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  proceeds  obtained  by  the   sale  of 
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Revenue  Bonds  in  connection  with  the  said  North  Residence  Towers,   which 
advance  shall  be  repaid  to  the  Surplus  Revenues  accounts  of  the  Residence 
Halls  Revenue  Bonds,    Series  of  1965  immediately  upon  sale  of  bonds  for  the 
North  Residence  Tower. 

3.      This  Resolution  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage.

on  Sunday,    April  13,    1969,    in  Room  401  Stevenson  Hall,    Illinois  State  University, 
Normal,    Illinois.     Dr.    Norris  L  Brookens,    Chairman  of  the  Board,    presided.

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Dr.    Brookens  asked  if  there  were  corrections  or  additions  to  the  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  March  2,    1969.     There  being  none,   the  minutes  were  approved 
as  distributed  to  the  members. 

CHAIRMAN'S  ITEMS 


Dr.    Brookens  advised  that  the  new  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education, 
Mr.    George  Clements,    had  presided  at  the  March  meeting  of  that  Board. 
Dr.    Brookens  reviewed  briefly  the  actions  of  the  Board  of  Higher  Education 
at  its  meetings  in  March  and  April  which  included  the  listing  of  capital  projects 
priorities  for  the  second  quarter  of  1969.     Of  21  projects,   the  Education 
Building  at  ISU  is  ranked  No.    14;  the  Psychology- Mathematics  Building  at  NIU, 
No.    15;  the  Classroom  Building  at  NIU,    No.    16;  and  the  South  Mall  Art  Build- 
ing at  ISU,    No.    19. 

Other  actions  included  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  search  for  a  new 
Executive  Director;  directed  the  staff  of  the  BHE  to  conduct  a  Statewide 
study  of  the  need  for  additional  new  state -supported  senior  institutions  for 
review  by  the  Board  in  January  of  1970;  received  the  report  of  the  Commission 
to  Study  Non- Public  Higher  Education  which  will  be  reviewed  further  at  the 
May  meeting;  received  the  report  of  Committee  U  on  Legal  Education;  and 
received  a  proposal  for  a  Statewide  study  of  construction  cost  differentials, 
the  proportionate  share  to  be  borne  by  the  Regency  Universities  being  $5,  000. 
After  a  brief  discussion,    action  on  this  latter  item  was  deferred  until  a  later 
date. 

The  Chairman  then  stated  that  inasmuch  as  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  in 
the  membership  of  the  Board  of  Regents  have  not  as  yet  been  made  by  the 
Governor,    he  would  entertain  a  motion  to  continue  the  present  Board  officers 
until  the  May  meeting.     Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  present  officers  of  the 
Board  of  Regents  continue  to  serve  until  the  May  meeting.     The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 


Dr.    Millar,    Chairman  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Governing  Policy,    pre- 
sented the  final  draft  of  the  governance  document,    reflecting  comments, 
criticisms  and  changes  gleaned  from  every  group  involved  in  the  two  univer- 
sities.    He  advised  that  copies  would  be  made  available  at  each  of  the  univer- 
sities and  requested  that  faculty  members  of  both  universities  review  it. 
Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  document  be  accepted  by  the  Board  and  that  approval 
of  the  governance  document  be  placed  on  the  agenda  of  the  May  1969  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Regents.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    rbll  was 
called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Dr.    Charles  Hicklin,    Chairman  of  the  University  Council  at  Illinois  State 
University,    stated  that  the  faculty  at  ISU  felt  they  had  been  sufficiently 
involved  and  that  he  had  so  notified  Dr.    Millar,   who  had  incorporated  most 
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of  their  proposed  changes.     President  Smith  of  Northern  Illinois  University- 
advised  that  the  Council  at  NIU  had  adopted  a  resoaution  to  the  effect  that 
the  document  meets  the  criteria  of  their  Council,    and  that  the  AAUP  had  also 
indicated  acceptance  of  the  document. 

Dr.    Brookens  expressed  the  gratitude  of  the  Board  for  the  enormous  amount 
of  work  which  Dr.   Millar,   as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,   had  put  into  the 
document.     He  also  recognized  the  efforts  of  Mrs.    Judi  Case,    Secretary  to 
Dr.    Millar,    and  directed  the  Executive  Secretary  to  prepare  a  resolution 
expressing  the  gratitude  of  the  Board  to  Mrs.    Case. 

NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

Before  presenting  his  Report  to  the  Board,    President  Rhoten  A.    Smith 
advised  that  a  memorandum  had  been  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  concerning  the  imaginative  use  of  the  budgeting  process.     He  stated 
that  while  he  had  nothing  specific  to  report  at  this  time,   he  anticipates  a 
number  of  things  which  might  be  offered  from  time  to  time. 

President  Smith  then  reviewed  for  the  Board  the  report  of  Enrollment  by 
Head  Count  for  the  Spring  Semester,  1968-1969,  which  was  included  as  a 
part  of  his  Report.

Mr.  Smith  moved  the  President's  Report  for  Illinois  State  University  as  sub- 
mitted be  approved.  Mr.  Lund  seconded  the  motion,  roll  was  called,  and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

ACADEMIC  PLAN  -  ILLINOIS  STATE  UNIVERSITY 

President  Braden  requested  permission  to  allow  Dr.    Richard  Bond,    Vice 
President  and  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs,   to  present  the  Academic  Plan  for  the 
University  as  it  has  now  been  developed. 

Dean  Bond  described  the  Plan,    stating  that  it  had  been  begun  in  the  Fall  of  1967 
and  had  progressed  through  the  Academic  Planning  Committee,    a  committee 
consisting  of  the  Deans  of  the  Colleges  and  representative  faculty  members. 
The  Plan  was  developed  on  a  10  year  basis,    1969-1979.     It  was  presented  as  a 
continuing  document  which  will  be   revised  periodically. 

Dean  Bond  requested  that  Dr.    Warren  Harden,    Dean  Arlan  Helgeson  and  Dean 
Robert  Mitchell  describe  specific  areas  within  their  own  interests  and  responsi- 
bilities,   and  after  considerable  discussion  by  Board  members,   Mr.    Loren  Smith 
moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Academic  Planning  Committee  be  received.      The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    and  unanimously  carried.     A  copy  of 
this  Report  will  be  placed  in  the  files  of  the  Central  Office  with  the  minutes  of 
this  meeting. 
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REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY  -  NO.    11 

Section  I  -  Summary  of  Audit  Reports  for  Year  Ended  June  30,    1968. 
At  the  request  of  the  Executive  Secretary,    Mr.   William  J.    Keating  reviewed 
for  the  Board  the  summary  of  audits  received  for  both  institutions  from  the 
Office  of  the  Auditor  General,   including  new  recommendations  made  by  the 
auditing  firms. 

Section  II  -  Lease  for  Office  Space  in  Myers  Building. 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  to  the  Board  a  lease  which  had  been  negotiated  for 
Rooms  906  to  912  in  the  Myers  Building,    Springfield,    and  used  as  the  Central 
Office  location  for  the  Board  for  the  two  year  period  July  1,    1969,   through 
June  30,    1971,    subject  to  suitable  appropriations  by  the  76th  General  Assembly. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  presented  and  moved  that  the  following  Resolution  be  adopted: 

RESOLVED  that  the  lease  between  the  partnership  known  as  Myers 
Families  and  the  Board  of  Regents  covering  the  premises  known  and 
described  as  Rooms  906  to  912  on  the  Ninth  Floor  of  the  Myers 
Building  at  Fifth  and  Washington  Streets  in  the  City  of  Springfield, 
Illinois,   for  the  two  year  period  beginning  July  1,    1969  and  ending 
June  30,    1971,   to  be  used  for  office  and  administrative  purposes  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  at  a  monthly  rental  of  $1,  060,   be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  approved  subject  to  suitable  appropriations,    and  that  the 
officers  of  the  Board  of  Regents  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  execute  said  lease  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Regents. 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution 
declared  adopted. 

Section  III  -  The  Timing  of  Board  Reports. 

Dr.    Matsler  reported  that  the  Central  Office  had  prepared  a  tentative  schedule 
of  all  reports  to  the  Board  now  being  made  by  the  universities,   and  distributed 
copies  of  the  schedule.     He  advised  that  the  Central  Office  is  continuing  to  work 
with  this  in  cooperation     with  the  Presidents'   staffs  to  work  out  details  for 
presentation  to  the  Board  in  May. 

Section  IV  -  Sangamon  State  University  Matters. 
A.     Interim  Academic  Plan 

At  the  request  of  Dr.    Matsler,   Dr.    Charl  es  Brim,    Planning  Director, 
presented  the  tentative  program  for  the  first  year  at  Sangamon  State  University 
as  having  at  the  undergraduate  level  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree  offered  in  the  social  and  behavioral  science  area  and  in  the  premanage- 
ment  and  administration  area.     He  also  stated  that  it  was  the  intent  of  the 
Academic  Planning  Committee  to  suggest  at  the  graduate  level  three  degree 
programs  for  the  early  years:     (1)  the  Master  of  Science  in  Administration, 
(2)  the  Master  of  Arts  in  Teaching,   and  (3)  the  Master  of  Science  in  Education. 
He  stated  that  although  a  definite  demand  does  exist  for  a  number  of  other  pro- 
grams,   it  is  obvious  that  the  University  will  not  be  able,    during  its  first  few 
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years  of  operation,    to  offer  all  such  programs  desired  by  people  in  the  area. 

B.      Farm  Leases, 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  written  leases  have  been  executed  with  tenants 
on  land  acquired  for  Sangamon  State  University,    setting  forth  the  terms  of 
the  leases  under  which  they  are  currently  operating  for  the  year  ending 
February  28,    1970.     The  tenants  have  each  agreed  that  the  representatives 
of  the  Board  of  Regents  have  the  right  to  enter  upon  the  premises  at  any  time, 
and  if  the  crops  are  damaged  or  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  destroy  them, 
then  the  tenant  will  be  reimbursed  for  his  one-half  interest  in  such  crops. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  Board  approve  the  procedures  followed  by  the 
Central  Office  Staff  with  regard  to  farm  leases.     Mr.    Smith  seconded  the 
motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Section  V  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel  -  No.    8. 

Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias  reported  on  the  status  of  litigation  in  which  the  Board  of 
Regents  or  employees  of  the  Board  have  been  made  defendants. 

Mr.    Mathias  next  reported  that  a  report  concerning  acquisition  of  property  for 
Sangamon  State  University  had  been  made  to  the  Board  in  executive  session. 

He  advised  that  the  Department  of  Health,    Education  and  Welfare  had  requested 
a  Compliance  Report  of  Institutions  of  Higher  Education  Under  Title  VI  of  the 
Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964,   which  report  would  be  used  for  research  and  statisti- 
cal purposes  only.     He  presented  a  Resolution  for  approval  of  the  Board  to 
authorize  the  obtaining  of  this  information.     Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Resolution 
be  adopted.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    and  the  Resolution  declared 
adopted.     A  copy  of  the  Resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  then  presented  a  Resolution  authorizing  conveyance  of  land  to  the 
Illinois  Building  Authority  for  construction  of  the  Music  Building  at  Northern 
Illinois  University.     Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.     The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Lund,    roll  was  called,    and  the  Resolution  declared 
adopted.     A  copy  of  the  Resolution  is  attached  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

A  Resolution  was  presented  to  support  efforts  of  the  City  of  DeKalb  to  seek  a 
legislative  appropriation  to  expand  public  streets  and  roadways  to  improve  mutual 
accessibility  of  the  campus  of  Northern  Illinois  University  and  the  city.     Mr.    Smith 
moved  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted.     Mr.    Lund  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was 
called  and  the  Resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  Resolution  is  attached 
as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  that  because  of  limitations  on  the  maximum  interest  rate 
on  revenue  bonds  issued  by  the  Board  of  Regents,   it  had  been  proposed  that  the 
Board  of  Regents  support  legislation  which  would  raise  the  permissible  interest 
rate  from  6%  to  7%.       Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  support  legis- 
lation in  the  General  Assembly  which  would  increase  the  interest  rate  from  6% 
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to  7%  on  revenue  bonds.     Dr.    Millar  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called, 
and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Central  Office  be  instructed  to  oppose  House  Bill 
484  in  the  General  Assembly.     Dr.    Millar  seconded  the  motion,    and  the 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

Mr.    Smith  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  go  on  record  as  being  opposed 
to  House  Bill  1013  in  the  General  Assembly.     Mrs.    Masters  seconded  the 
motion,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  offers  from  Bacon,    Whipple  &  Co.    and  John  Nuveen 
&  Co.  ,    both  of  Chicago,    Illinois,   to  purchase  revenue  bonds  having  a  total 
face  value  of  $90,  000,    at  discount  rates.     Mr.    Smith  moved  that  these  pur- 
chases not  be  made.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Lund  and  carried 
unanimously. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board  at  this  time, 
Dr.    Brookens  declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  in  Springfield,   Illinois,    on  May  4,    1969.

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RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  INFORMATION  PERTAINING 
TO  RACE  FOR  RESEARCH  PURPOSES 


WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  State  of  Illinois  is  charged 
by  law  to  manage,    operate,    control  and  maintain  Illinois  State  University 
at  Normal  and  Northern  Illinois  University  at  DeKalb  as  provided  by  the 
"Regency  Universities  Act"  (1967);  and 

WHEREAS,    it  is  necessary  to  obtain  information  pertaining  to 
race  in  order  to  comply  with  regulations  of  the  United  States  Government 
in  certain  programs  for  the  benefit  of  undergraduate  and  graduate  students 
of  Northern  Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State  University. 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

That  the  officers  of  Northern  Illinois  University  and  Illinois  State 
University  are  hereby  authorized  to  obtain  information  pertaining  to  race 
of  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  for  research  and  statistical 
purposes  in  order  to  comply  with  United  States  Regulations. 


RESOLUTION  AUTHORIZING  CONVEYANCE  OF  LAND 
TO  THE  ILLINOIS  BUILDING  AUTHORITY 


WHEREAS,   the  75th  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  has 
declared  it  to  be  in  the  public  interest  for  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to 
construct,    for  the  Board  of  Regents,    at  the  University  indicated,    the 
following  facility: 

Northern  Illinois  University 

Music   Building,    $5,516,670;  and 

WHEREAS,    for  that  purpose  it  is  necessary  for  the  Illinois  Building 
Authority  to  acquire  the  real  estate  and  jurisdiction  thereof  upon  which    said 
facility  is  to  be  located;  and 

WHEREAS,    the  Board  of  Regents,    a  body  corporate  and  politic  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,    has  been  requested  by  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  to 
transfer  the  real  estate  and  jurisdiction  thereof  upon  which  said  facility  is 
to  be  located,    to  said  Authority;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  will  thereafter  be  requested  by  the 
Illinois  Building  Authority  to  enter  into  leases  for  the  use  of  said  facility 
at  a  gross  rental  equivalent  to  the  cost  of  the  respective  facility,   plus 
financing  charges,   interest  and  all  other  necessary  expenses; 

NOW,   THEREFORE,   BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of 
the  Regency  Universities: 

Section  1.     That  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  be  and  it  is  hereby 
requested  to  provide  the  foregoing  facility  to  the  Board  of  Regents  for 
Northern  Illinois  University. 

Section  2.     That  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Regents, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  Board,   be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute, 
acknowledge  and  deliver  such  instruments  of  contract,    conveyance,   lease  or 
other  documents  which  are  necessary,    proper  or  expedient  in  order  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  project  and  provide  such  facility  for  said  University. 

Section  3.     That  the  following  described  real  estate  be  conveyed  to 
and  leased  back  from  the  Illinois  Building  Authority  for  the  University 
indicated: 

Northern  Illinois  University  at  DeKalb 

Site  for  a  music  building: 

A  part  of  a  certain  tract  of  land  described  in  a  deed  recorded  in 
Book  94  of  Deeds,    on  Page  328,   in  the  DeKalb  County  Recorder's 
Office,    said  land  being  situated  in  the  North  Half  of  Section  22, 
Township  40  North,    Range  4  East  of  the  Third  Principal  Meridian, 
DeKalb  County,    Illinois,    described  as  follows:     Commencing  at  the 
Quarter  Section  corner  on  the  North  line  of  said  Section  22;  thence 
Easterly  along  the  North  line  of  said  Section  22,    a  distance  of  315.  97 
feet;  thence  Southerly  at  an  angle  of  90°    35'  measured  counter- 
clockwise from  the  last  described  course,    a  distance  of  346.

WHEREAS,   the  City  of  DeKalb  has  continued  to  manifest  considerable 
concern  relative  to  the  necessity  of  undertaking  the  project  over,    along  and 
through  the  area  described  in  the  June  2,  1968  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Regents  is  desirous  of  cooperating  with 
the  City  of  DeKalb  in  developing  this  new  connection  between  the  City  of 
DeKalb  and  the  aforementioned  campus  as  soon  as  possible; 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE  IT  RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Regents  that: 

1.  Said  Board  endorses  in  principle  the  expansion  of  public  streets 
and  roadways  by  the  City  of  DeKalb  to  improve  the  mutual  accessibility  of 
campus  and  city,    and  in  particular,    reaffirms  its  part  in  the  project  con- 
sidered in  the  June  2,    1968  Resolution.

Dr.    Millar  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  approving  the 
governance  document  and  also  providing  for  the  dissolution  of  the  ad  hoc 
committee  on  governing  policy.

Dr.    Brookens  read  a  letter  which  had  been  prepared  as  a  means  of  thanking 
Mrs.    Judi  Case,    Secretary  to  Dr.    Millar,    for  the  work  she  had  contributed 
to  the  preparation  of  the  governance  document  and  asked  Dr.    Millar  to 
deliver  the  framed  letter  to  Mrs.    Case.

Section  I  -   Board  Regulations 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  to  the  Board  a  list  of  areas  in  which  existing  Board 
practices   should  be  reviewed  for  any  needed  revisions,    additions  or  deletions, 
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and  stated  that  the  Central  Staff  would  consult  and  work  with  the  university- 
campuses  in  the  preparation  of  a  document  to  present  to  the  Board  for 
approval. 

Mrs.    Masters  moved  that  the  Central  Office  Staff  be  directed  to  proceed  in 
the  general  direction  of  drawing  up  the  Board  Regulations  and  submit  thejLr 
recommendations  to  the  Board  for  approval.     Dr.    Julian  seconded  the  motion, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously  carried. 

Section  III  -   Board  Regulations  -   Civil  Service  Employees 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Board  Regulations  pertaining  to  Civil  Service 
Employees  had  been  reviewed  with  the  staffs  of  both  universities.     He  called 
attention  to  several  typographical  errors  in  the  Regulations  and  asked  that 
appropriate  corrections  be  made.     He  called  specific  attention  to  a  change  in 
existing  practice  under  the  category  entitled  Holidays  and  stated  that  two 
additional  days  were  to  be  added,   to  be  determined  by  the  President  of  each 
University.      This  change  is  consistent  with  the  existing  Board  of  Governors 
policy  and  would  bring  the  Regency  Universities  into  closer  conformance  with 
the  policy  followed  by  the  Code  Departments. 

After  discussion,    it  was  decided  that  Section  C,    Vacation  and  Personal  Leave, 
would  be  further  reviewed  and  presented  to  the  Board  at  a  later  date. 

Dr.    Brookens  suggested  an  addition  to  the  section  entitled  Physical  Examination 
in  paragraph  4,      This  paragraph  would  then  read  as  follows: 

4.      Should  at  any  time  an  employer  question  his  employee's 
physical,   mental  or  emotional  ability  to  continue  to  perform 
his  or  her  assigned  duties,    the  employee" will  be  referred  to 
the  University  Health  Service  with  reasons  therefor.      The 
University  Health  Service  shall  then  re-examine  or  arrange 
for  re -examination  of  the  employee  and  submit  to  the  employ- 
ing officer  an  opinion  as  to  the  employee's  continued  employa- 
bility. 

Dr.    Brookens  also  suggested  that  brothers  and  sisters  should  be  included  in 
the  definition  of  "relative"  in  that  section  dealing  with  nepotism. 

Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  Board  Regulations  pertaining  to  Civil  Service 
Employees,    reflecting  the  appropriate  corrections  and  additions,    be  approved, 
with  the  exception  of  Section  C,    Vacation  and  Personal  Leave,    which  section 
will  be  re  studied  and  returned  to  the  Board  at  the  June  meeting.     The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unani- 
mously.    The  amended  Board  Regulations  as  approved  are  appended  to  these 
minutes  as  Appendix  I. 


Section  II  -  Tentative  Report  Schedule  -   1969-1970 

Dr.    Matsler  presented  a  Tentative  Report  Schedule  -    1969-1970  to  estab- 
lish possible  dates  for  presentation  of  reports  to  the  Regents  and  Central 
Office  throughout  the  coming  year,    based  on  the  assumption  that  pending 
legislation  to  change  the  dates  for  submitting  budget  requests  will  be  ap- 
proved.    Dr.    Matsler  said  that  it  was  the  recommendation  of  the  Central 
Staff  that  this  tentative  calendar  be  approved. 

After  discussion  of  certain  reporting  dates  which  may  not  be  feasible,   Mr. 
Lund  moved  that  the  Board  adopt  the  Tentative  Report  Schedule  as  presented, 
with  the  exception  that  recommendations  for  tenure,    promotion  and  faculty 
salaries  need  not  be  reported  to  the  Central  Office  in  April.      The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters,    and  the  motion  carried.      The   staff  was  directed 
to  prepare  a  salary  study  for  Board  review  in  October  1969.     The  amended 
Tentative  Report  Schedule  is  attached  to  these  minutes  as  Appendix  II. 

Section  IV  -  Sangamon  State  University  Matters 

Dr.    Brookens  introduced  Dr.    Robert  Poorman,    President  of  Lincoln  Land 
Community  College,    and  Mr.    Walter  Lohman,    past  President  of  the  Spring- 
field Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry,    and  acknowledged  the  tremendous 
amount  of  help  Mr.    Lohman  had  afforded  both  Lincoln  Land  and  Sangamon 
State.      Dr.    Brookens  also  introduced  Mr.    George  Hoffmann,    who  had  headed 
up  the  Springfield  Committee  for  Higher  Education. 

Dr.    Matsler  introduced  Mr.    Brad  Taylor,    Director  of  the  Springfield  and 
Sangamon  County  Planning  Commission  and  remarked  that  he  had  been  of 
great  assistance  to  Mr.    Walter  Monasch  of  the  Barton- Aschman  firm. 
Dr.    Matsler  then  asked  Mr.    Monasch  to  report  to  the  Board  on  the  Sangamon 
State  University  site  development  study. 

Mr.   Monasch  distributed  to  the  members  copies  of  the  Sangamon  State  Uni- 
versity Environmental  Zoning  and  Traffic  Access  Study  which  had  been  pre- 
pared by  his  firm  and  supplemented    his  review  of  the  report  with  a  visual 
presentation.      He   stated  that  in  addition  to  points  covered  in  the  report  con- 
sideration should  also  be  given  to  a  grade  crossing  at  the  new  Toronto  Road, 
but  stated  that  he  was  not  prepared  to  comment  on  the  cost  factor  of  this. 
He  added  that  it  was  his  understanding  that  the  State  of  Illinois  is  proceeding 
with  the  construction  of  three  or  four  interchanges  throughout  the  State  as 
a  pilot  project,    and  this  possibly  is  one  under  consideration  for  construction. 

Section  V  -  Report  of  Legal  Counsel  -  No.    9 

Mr.    Mathias  reported  briefly  on  the   status  of  litigation  pending  in  which 
either  the  Board,    a  Regency  University,    or  employees  of  the  Board  are 
involved.        He  also  reviewed  briefly  for  the  Board  several  bills  pending  in 
the  General  Assembly  affecting  the  Board  of  Regents  or  the  Regency    Univer- 
sities, 
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NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Rhoten  Smith  presented  his  Report  to  the  Board  and  requested 
approval  of  the  following  items: 

1.  Creation  of  the  Position  of  Ombudsman.      The  President  presented 
a  request  for  creation  of  this  position  which  had  originated  with  the 
Student  Association  Board  and  later  considered  by  the  University 
Council.     A  joint  student- faculty  committee  had  then  investigated 
programs  at  other  institutions  and  had  come  up  with  their  report 
which  was  the  basis  for  the  position  request.      The  joint  student- 
faculty  committee  had  recommended  that  the  program  be  brought 

to  the  Board  for  approval.      The    recommendation  is  that  the  ombuds- 
man will  serve  for  one  calendar  year  and  not  be  eligible  for  reap- 
pointment,   the  original  term  to  commence  on  September  1,    1969. 

2.  Personnel  transactions  for  faculty  and  other  employees.     A  list  of 
the  persons  involved  in  these  transactions  is  appended  to  the 
President's  Report  and  will  be  kept  on  file  at  the  University  and  in 
the  Central  Office.      The  President  requested  that  in  the  Faculty 
Appendix,    Resignations,    the  name  of  Pauline  P.    Schaefer  be  deleted. 

3.  Purchases.

At  the  request  of  President  Braden,    Dean  Richard  Hulet  re-

Mr.  Joseph  Murphy  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Murphy  and 
Mackey  then  presented  for  Board  approval  schematic  drawings 
of  the  Library  project  -   Phase  I,    for  approval  of  the  Board. 

6.  Change  Orders. 

One  change  order  under  $1,  000  for  Watterson  Towers. 
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Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  approval  be  given  to  the  President's  Report 
for  Illinois  State  University  as  submitted.     The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Dr.    Julian,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Dr.    Millar  suggested  that  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  printing 
of  the  Governing  Policy  document  as  rapidly  as  possible.     After  a  brief 
discussion  Dr.    Millar  moved  that  the  Central  Office  be  instructed  to 
order  10,  000  copies  of  the  Governing  Policy  document  in  pamphlet  form. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
unanimously  carried. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,  Dr.  Brookens 
declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
of  the  Board  on  June   1,    1969,    at  DeKalb,    Illinois.

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GOVERNANCE  RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  was  created  to  manage,    operate, 
control  and  maintain  the  Regency  Universities  and  has  power  and  the  duty 
to  make  bylaws,    establish  practices,    prescribe  policies  as  to  its  own 
organization  and  conduct,   make  rules  and  regulations,    establish  practices 
and  prescribe  policies  for  the  management,    operation,    control  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Regency  Universities;  and 

WHEREAS,   the  Board  of  Regents  in  cooperation  with  the  academic 
communities  of  the  Regency  Universities  has  developed  broad  philosophies 
and  policies  with  respect  to  the  proper  governance  of  the  Regency  Univer- 
sities and  bylaws  governing  its  own  organization  and  conduct;  now,    there- 
fore,  be  it 

RESOLVED  that  the  Board  of  Regents  hereby  adopt  the  document 
entitled  "Governing  Policy  for  the  Regency  Universities  of  the  State  of 
Illinois  -   Bylaws  of  the  Board  of  Regents",    which  document  is  appended 
hereto  and  shall  replace  the  published  Bylaws  and  Governing  Policies  pre- 
viously adopted,    as  its  governing  policy  and  bylaws;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  all  existing  Board  practices,    as  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Regents  and  not  in  conflict  with  or  superseded  by  the 
"Governing  Policy  for  the  Regency  Universities  of  the  State  of  Illinois  - 
Bylaws  of  the  Board  of  Regents"  adopted  by  this  resolution,    be  continued 
in  effect  until  Board  Regulations  replacing  such  practices  have  been 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Regents;  and 

FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  the  ad  hoc  committee  established  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  on  January   7,    1968,    for  the  purpose  of  coordinating 
the  development  of  a  broad  governance  policy,    be  hereby  dissolved.

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APPENDIX  I 


APPENDIX  D  -  BOARD  REGULATIONS 

Section  1.   Civil  Service  Employees 

A.  General 

1.  The  term  "employee,"  as  used  herein,  shall  include  both 
negotiated  and  non-negotiated  personnel,  unless  otherwise  defined. 

2.  All  Civil  Service  employees  of  the  Regency  Universities 
and  the  Central  Office  of  the  Board  are  employed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  University  Civil  Service  System  of  Illinois, 
including  the  Statute  and  the  rules  of  the  Merit  Board,  and  are 
entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  subject  to  all  the  requirements  con- 
tained therein. 

3.  The  President  of  each  institution  shall  make  and  publish 
such  additional  rules  and/or  procedures  as  deemed  appropriate  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  and  intent  of  the  Board  regulations  pertain- 
ing to  Civil  Service  employees. 

B.  Holidays 

1.  Holidays  recognized  by  the  Board  shall  be  New  Year's 
Day,  Memorial  Day,  Fourth  of  July,  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving, 
Christmas,  and  two  additional  days  to  be  determined  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  each  Regency  University.   University  facilities  will  be 
closed,  except  for  necessary  operations,  on  these  holidays. 

2.  On  these  holidays,  eligible  employees  as  defined  by  the 
President,  both  negotiated  and  non-negotiated,  not  in  prevailing 
rate  groups,  will  be  excused  with  full  pay.   Employees  in  prevail- 
ing rate  groups  will  be  excused  and  paid  in  accordance  with  the 
respective  multi-employer  area  agreement. 

3.  Employees  required  to  work  on  these  holidays  will  not 
be  excused,  but  will  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  applicable 
collective  bargaining  agreement  or,  if  not  covered  by  such  an 
agreement,  may  be  paid  at  the  regular  rate  of  pay,  plus  lh   times 
the  regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours  worked,  unless  the  employee 
is  exempt  under  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act. 

C.  Sick  Leave  and  Disability  Benefits 

1.   Sick  Leave  Benefits 

a.  An  eligible  employee,  as  defined  by  the  President, 
shall  earn  sick  leave  credit  with  full  pay  for  protection 
against  disability  not  arising  out  of  or  in  the  course  of 
employment.   Such  credit  shall  be  earned  at  the  rate  of 
one  work  day  for  each  month  of  service. 

b.  There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  amount  of  accumu- 
lated sick  leave. 
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c.   An  employee  may  use  his  accumulated  sick  leave 
only  when  he  is  ill  or  injured  or  obtaining  medical 
or  dental  consultation  or  treatment.   The  Board 
reserves  the  right  to  require  acceptable  evidence  of 
disability  before  allowing  any  sick  leave  benefits. 

2.   Disability  Benefits 

a.   An  employee  who  suffers  disability  arising  out  of 
and  in  the  course  of  his  employment  will  receive  com- 
pensation in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Illinois 
Workmen's  Compensation  and  Occupational  Diseases  Acts. 

D.   Leaves  of  Absence 

1.   Leaves  of  absence  beyond  those  accumulated  for  vacation, 
personal  use  and  disability  may  be  granted  to  eligible  employees 
for  the  following  reasons : 

a.  Jury  duty  -  Upon  request,  a  leave  without  loss  of 
pay  shall  be  granted  for  jury  duty  service. 

b.  Military  Duty 

(1)  For  Limited  Training  and/or  Emergency  Call-Up . 
A  leave  of  absence  shall  be  granted  an  eligible 
employee  who  is  a  member  of  the  Illinois  National 
Guard,  the  Illinois  Naval  Militia,  or  the  reserve  com- 
ponents of  the  Armed  Forces  called  for  Limited  Train- 
ing and/or  Emergency  Call-Up. 

Leave  with  full  pay  for  Limited  Training  will  not  ex- 
ceed standards  established  by  federal  or  state  regu- 
lations for  training  activities  required  to  maintain 
standing  in  the  above  military  units. 

In  the  event  the  required  annual  Limited  Training  is 
extended  beyond  fifteen  consecutive  days,  the  employee 
will  be  granted  leave  without  pay  for  such  additional 
days.   In  the  event  the  Limited  Training  service  is 
requested  by  the  employee  but  not  required  by  military 
authorities,  he  may  be  granted  leave  without  pay  if 
operating  requirements  of  the  University  permit. 

An  employee  ordered  to  report  for  emergency  duty  shall 
receive,  for  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  working  days 
in  a  calendar  year,  a  combined  wage  from  the  University 
and  the  military  equal  to  his  straight-time  daily  rate 
of  pay.   Should  his  military  pay  (exclusive  of  allow- 
ances) equal  or  exceed  his  straight-time  daily  rate  of 
pay,  he  shall  receive  no  compensation  from  the  Uni- 
versity. 

(2)  For  Service  in  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States, 
Leave  for  service  in  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United 
States  without  pay  shall  be  granted  an  eligible  employee 
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who  enlists  or  is  inducted  into  such  service.   These 
leaves  shall  be  granted  and  administered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  the  Universal  Military 
Training  and  Service  Act  of  1951,  the  Armed  Forces 
Reserve  Act  of  1955,  the  United  States  "90-941- 
Protection  of  Civil  Jobs  of  Called-up  Reservists" 
of  196  8,  and  the  University  Civil  Service  Statute. 

c.  Funeral  Leave  -  Upon  request,  an  eligible  employee 
shall  be  granted  without  loss  of  pay  funeral  leave  of  up 
to  three  work  days  for  the  funeral  of  a  member  of  his 
immediate  family  or  household  and  of  one  work  day  for  the 
funeral  of  a  relative  outside  his  immediate  family  or 
household.   Leaves  beyond  these  amounts  may  be  approved 
under  special  circumstances.   However,  such  additional 
leave  will  normally  be  charged  to  accrued  vacation  and 
personal  leave. 

d.  Educational  Leave  -  A  status  executive,  adminis- 
trative"^ or  professional  employee  may  be  granted  an  edu- 
cational leave  for  advanced  study,  with  or  without  pay 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Board. 

e.  Special  Personal  Leave  -  A  special  personal  leave 
without  pay  may  be  granted  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  ' 
the  employee  status  of  an  individual  whose  performance 
record  warrants  it  and  who  requests  such  leave  for  suffi- 
cient cause.   Reasons  for  such  leaves  may  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to:   an  employee  engaged  in  public  interest 
work,  or  a  faculty  wife  who  wants  to  be  with  her  husband 
while  he  is  on  sabbatical  leave. 

f .  Excused  Absences  and  Leave  Extension  -  At  the  dis- 
cretion  of  the  President  of  each  institution,  rules  may 
be  established  to  provide  for  excused  absences  and/or 
extensions  of  authorized,  leaves,  with  or  without  pay, 
where  unusual  circumstances  warrant  such  action.   Rea- 
sonable limitations  on  such  excused  absences  and  exten- 
sions shall  be  included  in  the  University  Rules  and  Pro- 
cedures . 

E.   Educational  Benefits 

The  Board,  recognizing  the  value  of  education  for  the  purpose 
of  upgrading  the  employee's  value  to  the  Universities,  provides 
benefits  as  follows  for  those  status  employees  who  meet  admission 
standards : 

First  and  Second  Semesters: 

If  the  initial  date  of  employment  is  on  or  before  the  last 
regular  day  of  registration,  the  full-time  employee  shall  be 
eligible  for  six  semester  hours  tuition  free;  the  three-fourths- 
time  employee  shall  be  eligible  for  four  semester  hours  tuition 
free;  and  the  half-time  employee  shall  be  eligible  for  three 
semester  hours  tuition  free. 
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Summer  Session: 

If  the  initial  date  of  employment  is  on  or  before  the  last 
regular  day  of  registration,  the  full-time  employee  shall  be 
eligible  for  three  semester  hours  tuition  free;  the  three-fourths- 
time  employee  shall  be  eligible  for  two  semester  hours  tuition  free; 
and  the  half-time  employee  shall  be  eligible  for  one  semester  hour 
tuition  free. 

F.  Physical  Examination 

1.  All  regular  employees  (excluding  student  help)  must  com- 
plete a  physical  examination  and  the  results  must  be  filed  with  the 
employing  institution.   This  physical  examination  should  be  com- 
pleted before  or  as  soon  as  practical  after  the  beginning  date  of 
employment  and  in  no  event  later  than  90  days  after  employment 
begins.   Under  no  circumstances  may  a  person  be  given  permanent 
employment  before  the  results  of  the  examination  are  received  by 
the  employing  officer.   If  an  employee  fails  to  complete  the  phys- 
ical examination  within  90  days  after  his  employment  begins,  the 
payroll  warrants  due  him  after  this  period  shall  be  withheld  until 
he  completes  such  examination. 

2.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  of  the  institution 
to  submit  to  the  employing  officer  his  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
applicant  or  employee  (1)  is  mentally,  physically  and  emotionally 
able  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position  for  which  his  services 
are  proposed,  and  (2)  has  a  physical,  mental  or  emotional  condition 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  examining  physician,  will  constitute 
a  public  health  or  other  hazard  to  fellow  employees  and  others 
with  whom  he  may  come  in  contact,  and  (3)  has  serious  medical 
defects  which  are  likely  to  prevent  him  from  performing  his  duties 
in  the  foreseeable  future. 

3.  The  employing  officer  shall  consider  the  results  of  the 
physical  examination  in  determining  whether  or  not  the  employee 
shall  be  given  permanent  employment. 

4.  Should  at  any  time  an  employer  question  his  employee's 
physical,  mental  or  emotional  ability  to  continue  to  perform  his 
or  her  assigned  duties,  the  employee  will  be  referred  to  the 
University  Health  Service  with  reasons  therefor.   The  University 
Health  Service  shall  then  re-examine  or  arrange  for  the  re-exam- 
ination of  the  employee  and  submit  to  the  employing  officer  an 
opinion  as  to  the  employee's  continued  employability . 

G.  Nepotism 

When  the  employment  of  more  than  one  member  of  the  same  family 
occurs,  the  following  rule  shall  apply: 

Relatives  may  not  be  employed  under  the  same  supervisor 
nor  under  the  supervision  of  a  relative  as  herein  defined. 
Relatives  may  not  be  employed  in  positions  where  one  is 
in  a  position  to  influence  or  be  influenced  by  another 
relative.   Relatives  as  herein  defined  are:   husband,  wife, 
brother,  sister,  parents  and  children  of  the  employee. 
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H.   Schedules ,  Hours  and  Overtime 

The  working  schedules  and  hours  shall  be  established  by  the 
President  of  each  University  and  must  be  in  accordance  with  the 
applicable  sections  of  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act  and  the  Illinois 
Revised  Statutes . 

Work  schedules  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  to  meet  vary- 
ing conditions  of  the  programs  of  the  Universities. 

Employees  may  be  required  to  work  overtime.   Such  overtime 
work,  however,  shall  be  limited  to  unusual,  essential,  or  emergency 
situations  and,  insofar  as  practicable,  shall  be  fairly  distributed.

For  the  information  of  the  Board  Dr.    Braden  reviewed  the  re- 
vised plans  and  specifications  for  this  project,    and  a  represent- 
ative of  the  architectural  firm  of  Middleton  and  Associates 
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advised  that  this  project  is  scheduled  to  receive  approval  of 
HEW  during  the  month  of  June  and  estimated  that  the  project 
could  go  out  for  bids  by  the  end  of  June. 

b.  Married  Student  Housing 

Dr.    Braden  reviewed  the  history  of  this  project  which  had  begun 
with  a  feasibility  study  in  December  of  1966,    had  been  presented 
to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents  and  thereafter  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  in  the  Spring  of  1967.     Original 
program  was  for  50  one-bedroom  and  50  two-bedroom  apartments 
to  be  erected  on  a  40  acre  plot  conveyed  to  the  University  by  the 
Illinois  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'   Children's  School.      Conveyance  of 
land  and  development  of  site  had  taken  more  time  than  anticipated 
which  resulted  in  delay  in  the  planning  of  the  apartments.      In 
recent  months  it  has  become  apparent,    in  reviewing  plans,    that 
the  needs  of  the  student  body  have  changed  and  that  it  would  now 
be  more  desirable  to  construct  100  two- bedroom  apartments, 
in  which  event  it  would  be  necessary  to  secure  approval  for  the 
revised  program  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.      Cost 
escalation  since  the  approval  of  the  original  program  would  also 
necessitate  a  new  feasibility  study. 

Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  approval  be  requested  from  the  Board  of  Higher 
Education  for  the  revised  program  for  Married  Student  Housing,    and  that  a 
feasibility  study  be  authorized  on  the  new  program.      The  motion  was   seconded 
by  Mr.    Cornwell,    and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

6.  Rehabilitation  and  Modernization 

Air  Conditioning  Equipment  for  Moulton  Hall,    Felmley  Hall  of  Science 

and  East  Gate  Hall 

President  Braden  asked  Mr.    Marvin  Fitch  of  the  architectural  firm  of 
Fitch,    Larocca,    Carrington,    Jones  to  report  to  the  Board  on  the  status 
of  this  project.

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NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  introduced  Dr.    Paul  Burtness  who  serves  as  chairman  of  the 
committee  which  had  prepared  the  first  draft  of  the  University  Constitution, 
copies  of  which  had  been  furnished  to  members  of  the  Board.     In  response  to 
certain  questions  raised  by  members  of  the  Board,    Dr.    Burtness  said  the 
committee  would  welcome  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  Board  and  suggested 
that  a  meeting  be  arranged  to  discuss  the  document. 

President  Smith  reported  briefly  on  the  commission  of  inquiry  which  had 
been  appointed  to  investigate  the  disturbances  on  campus  during  the  month 
of  March. 

The  President  advised  that  Northern  Illinois  University  had  been  elected  to 
full  membership  in  the  American  Association  of  Collegiate  Schools  of  Business 
which  he  stated  was  a  tribute  to  the  Dean,    department  heads  and  faculty  of  the 
College  of  Business.     He  also  advised  that  NIU  had  been  admitted  to  The 
Society  of  Sigma  Xi  and  a  chapter  had  been  officially  installed  on  campus.

Section  I  -  Vacation  and  Personal  Leave  for  Civil  Service  Employees 

Dr.    Matsler  said  that  a  further  study  of  this  section  of  the  Board  Regulations 
had  been  made  during  the  month  since  the  May  meeting,    and  that  based  on  a 
careful  review  by  the  University  Offices  of  Non- Academic  Personnel,    the 
staff  recommendation  was  that  the  Board  approve  this  section  as  originally 
submitted.

After  discussion,    Mr.    Lund  moved  that  in  order  to  establish  uniformity  within 
the  Regency  University  System  the  Board  approve  Section  I.  C  of  the  Board 
Regulations  dealing  with  Vacation  and  Personal  Leave,    with  a  proviso  that  a 
recommendation  be  directed  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  that  a  review 
be  made  of  vacation  and  personal  leave  practices  in  all  State  supported  insti- 
tutions of  higher  education  in  Illinois.     Mr.    Cornwell  seconded  the  motion, 
roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  carried  with  two  members  voting  Nay  and  one 
member  abstaining. 

Section  II  -   Increase  in  Tuition  Rate  for  Extension,    Fall  1969 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  the  Central  Staff  had  conferred  with  staffs  at  the 
two  Regency  Universities  regarding  tuition  rate  for  extension  courses.      The 
University  of  Illinois  has  adopted  a  $15,  00  per  semester  hour  fee  effective 
September  1,    1969,    and  some  other  Illinois  institutions  are  considering  a 
similar  increase. 
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Mr.    Loren  Smith  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  approve  an  increase  in 
the  per  semester  hour  fee  for  extension  from  $13„  50  to  $15.  00,    effective 
September  1,    1969»      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Cornwell,    roll  was 
called  and  the  motion  carried  unanimously. 

Section  III  -  Master  of  Arts  Degree  with  a  Major  in  Journalism  -  Northern 
Illinois  University 

Dr.    Matsler  reviewed  for  the  Board  the  proposal  and  its  justification  which 
had  been  distributed  to  Board  members  and  presented  the  recommendation 
of  the  Central  Staff  which  advised  Board  approval. 

Mr.    Lund  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  approve  the  Master  of  Arts  Degree 
Program  with  a  Major  in  Journalism  for  Northern  Illinois  University  and  that 
the  program  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  for  review  and 
approval.     Mr.    Smith  seconded  the  motion,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion 
unanimously  carried. 

Section  IV  -  NIU  Proposal  for  the  Establishment  of  a  Department  of  Geography 
and  a  Department  of  Geology 

Dr.    Matsler  asked  that  this  Section  of  his  Report  be  deleted  and  action  deferred 
by  the   Board  until  the  July  1969  meeting. 

Section  V  -  Addition  to  Central  Receiving  Building  -  Northern  Illinois  University. 

Dr.    Matsler  advised  that  this  project  had  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Regents 
in  May  1968,    and  that  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  had  subsequently  approved 
the  project  on  July  10,    1968.     On  April  13,    1969,    the  Board  of  Regents  had 
approved  a  modified  plan  of  construction  consisting  of  increasing  the   square 
footage  and  adding  $55,  000  to  the  total  construction  budget  for  enlargement 
of  the  utility  extension.      Dr.    Matsler  said  he  had  been  advised  that  the  Board 
of  Higher  Education  must  formally  approve  this  modified  plan. 

Mr.    Cornwell  moved  that  the  Board  of  Regents  request  formal  approval  of  the 
modified  plan  of  construction  from  the  Board  of  Higher  Education.      The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll  was  called,    and  the  motion  unanimously 
carried. 

Section  VI  -   Report  of  Legal  Counsel  -    No.    10 

Mr.    Paul  E.    Mathias,    Legal  Counsel,    reported  to  the  Board  on  the  status  of 
litigation  pending  in  courts. 

He  advised  that  representatives  of  Illinois  State  University  had  negotiated  the 
purchase  of  four  tracts  of  land  in  an  area  where  acquisition  had  been  previously 
authorized  by  the   Board. 
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Mr.    Smith  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  authorizing 
acquisition  by  Illinois  State  University  of  two  tracts  of  real  estate,    the 
first  tract  from  Kenneth  L.    and  Rose  B.    St.    John  and  the  second  tract 
from  Lucile  R.    Pickering.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mrs.    Masters, 
roll  was  called  and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  reso- 
lution is  appended  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

Mr.    Lund  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  authorizing 
acquisition  of  a  tract  of  land  from  Leslie  R.    Henline  and  Virginia  Fairfield 
by  Illinois  State  University.     The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.    Smith,    roll 
was  called  and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution 
is  appended  as  a  part  of  these  minutes, 

Mr.    Smith  presented  and  moved  for  adoption  of  a  resolution  authorizing 
the  acquisition  by  Illinois  State  University  of  a  tract  of  real  estate  from 
Virginia  Fairfield.      The  motion  was  seconded  by  Dr.    Millar,    roll  was 
called,    and  the  resolution  declared  adopted.     A  copy  of  the  resolution  is 
appended  as  a  part  of  these  minutes. 

ACADEMIC  PLAN  -  NORTHERN  ILLINOIS  UNIVERSITY 

President  Smith  advised  that  copies  of  the  first  draft  of  the  Academic  Plan 
had  been  distributed  to  Board  members  and  introduced  Dr.    John  Lloyd, 
chairman  of  the  committee  which  had  drafted  the  document.     Dr.    Lloyd 
presented  a  brief  oral  report  on  the  Academic  Plan  and  responded  to 
questions  of  Board  members. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  Board,  Dr.  Brookens 
declared  the  meeting  adjourned  until  the  next  regularly  scheduled  meeting 
on  July  13,    1969,    at  Illinois  State  University.
